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The Navy League Journal for July contains two ar- 
ticles headed “The Iowa’s Guns” and “Smokeless Pow- 
der.’ The following is an extract from the second ar- 
‘ice: “The composition of smokeless powder is such 
(hat the pressure is not excessive at the breech, for oth- 
erwise it would not be fit for service use, guns built to 
withstand such excessive pressure not being practicable 
on account of their enormous size. But the necessary 
consequence of a comparatively small pressure at the 
breech is a greater pressure in the chase. This is the 
cenerally accepted reason for the bursting of three of the 
lowa’s guns, as stated in the preceding article. The 
pressure being thus more uniform along the bore, the 
chase of a gun designed for smokeless powder is made 
stronger.” In the article on “The lowa’s Guns” we 
are told that “therefore the Iowa’s guns burst because 
they were designed and built for brown powder, and the 
margin of safety for smokeless powder was too small.” 
The Proceedings of the United States Naval Institute, 
No. 110, contains an article on “The Evolution of 
Smokeless Powder,” by Lieut. R. W. Henderson, U.S.N. 
In this article Lieutenant Henderson says: “A word 
may be said here in connection with the recent mishap to 
the Iowa’s 12-inch gun. To those interested in the fu- 
ture welfare of smokeless powder it seems incredible that 
this accident should have been laid to the smokeless 
powder charge. If a rubber band is guaranteed to be 
tretched to its elastic limit 100 times, and it is stretched 
“00 times and breaks on the 201st stretching, fault can 
hardly be found with the stretching agent. Yet this is ex- 
ctly what was done in the case of the Iowa’s gun. That 
unequal pressure waves were developed in the bore by 
ihe explosion of the charge is something of which no 
one can be even reasonably certain, and no satisfactory 
vidence can be shown to that end. Similar charges of 
ihe same powder will develop an almost constant pres- 
sure ninety-nine times out of a hundred. How very much 
more probable then, that the gun, having been used far 
beyond its allotted life of usefulness, developed a weak 
spot and burst of its own weakness.” The statement that 
the 12-inch gun of the Iowa was fired after “having been 
used far beyond its allotted life of usefulness” does not 
appear to be borne out by the facts. If such a thing could 
be possible in our Navy, it would indeed give just cause 
for the gravest apprehension. The reasons for the acci- 
lents on board the Iowa as given in the Navy League 
Journal are, we are assured, correct. Of course, it was 
a mistake to fire smokeless powder charges out of a gun 
not designed for this powder; but that is as far as the 
case goes.

We are disposed to think that there will be a great 
umprovement in health conditions on the Isthmus of 
’anama and in the City of Panama when American 
nethods are fully in control there, but it taxes our 
faith somewhat when we are asked to believe that Pana- 
ma will be converted into a veritable sanitarium. It is 
vell located, on a smal] promontory with water on three 
sides, and has excellent facilities for drainage. By taking 
idvantage of these favorable circumstances the sanitary 
conditions of Panama can be so much improved, in the 
opinion of Mr. Lee Prince, a sanitary engineer, that the 
nhabitants of the Isthmus will resort there for health. 
\s Mr. Prince is the gentleman who assisted in cleaning 
up Havana, and is to oversee the sanitary work on the 
canal zone, this is certainly very encouraging. A corres- 
»ondent of the New York Times, who reports his opinion, 
ilso tells us that the members of the official party who 
had not been there before were agreeably disappointed 
in finding conditions more favorable than they expected. 
The temperature is comfortable, not by any means 80 
bad as the hottest days in New York, and the hospital, 
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where they are located, and its surroundings, are alto- 





gether charming. ‘The hospital grounds are beautifully 
laid out and the seventy-five buildings are constructed 
on a plan adapted to the climate, and they afford ex- 
cellent ventilation. On this high ground there is always 
a breeze and “a delightful prospect of city, harbor, ocean, 
and low mountains, while the moon rising out of the 
Pacific gave an added touch of romance to the already 
charming scene. The first night the use of a blanket was 
to some a quite surprising luxury.” Most of the build- 
ings are still in good condition, and need only a little 
repairing and freshening up with paint. It is encouraging 
to learn that our officers in charge of the Canal work 
are so pleasantly situated and that, even in summer, they 
are enjoying the old familiar home luxury of sleeping 
under blankets. We want them comfortable enough, but 
not too comfortable, for we wish to see them return 
sometime, and if the Isthmus proves too healthy they 
might not be willing to do so.

It is estimated that Japan has put forth 25 per cent. 
of her strength thus far in the contest with Russia, while 
the drain on the resources of Russia is less than 2 per 
cent. This is only a single factor, however, in the com- 
plex problem of military success, which does not always 
respond to the conclusions of the multiplication table. 
The politico-economists and the pseudo-philanthropists 
may manipulate the figures as they please, the facts 
cannot be made to accord with their theory that war is 
necessarily exhausting to national strength. Precisely 
the contrary was shown in the case of our great war. 
Material resources may assume new forms of distribu- 
tion in time of war, but this is not necessarily waste. 
It is the destruction and renewal of the property created 
by industry which is the foundation of the business of a 
community through which its individual members pro- 
cure their means of living. If all those who have the 
power of purchasing should cease for a single year to 
buy to make good their wastage, universal poverty and 
distress would follow. As a matter of fact the assets of 
the American continent are less than they were when 
Columbus discovered it. Millions of mineral wealth that 
were then stored away in the bowels of the earth are 
there no longer; our soil has been partially exhausted of 
its fertile properties, and our hills and valleys have been 
largely denuded of their forests. Yet seventy-five mil- 
lions of people exist in comparative comfort where a 
few hundred thousand Indians gained a precarious living 
before. The industries of war draw upon the surplus 
energies of a people, and by stimulating them to larger 
effort inerease their power of production, What would 
be the effect upon the fortunes of the industrial classes 
of the European States if their armies were suddenly dis- 
banded, and the millions now employed by the State were 
to come into competition with the laboring classes? It is 
the industries created by the artificial wants of a com- 
plex civilization that produce what we call wealth, and 
not the simplicity of living which the philosophers of 
the Poor Richard type are always extolling and never 
practising.

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It is very rarely that the Navy is treated to such a 
refreshing exhibition of plain speaking as that found in 
the remarks of Rear Admiral C. F. Goodrich on the 
prize essay of Lieutenant Fullinwider, which appear in 
the report of the discussion upon the essay published in 
the Proceedings of the Naval Institute. Admiral Good- 
rich expressed the opinion that the essay won the prize 
because of the delightful English in which the views of 
the writer were expressed, rather than because of the 
merits of the essay itself. He charged the essayist with 
a lack of originality and criticized him for demanding 
more ships without explaining why more ships are 
needed. He thought it wiser to show how we may make 
better use of the material we already possess; to seek for 
quality rather than bulk. The only one of the essayist’s 
argument would convince are the makers of steel and 
the anxious owners of shipyards, who would think even 
Mr. Fullinwider’s demands too moderate. The demand 
for more ships should, in the opinion of Admiral Good- 
rich, be based upon an historical analysis showing the 
reasons for the demand. The suggestion of a 3,500-ton 
25-knot scout-ship, in the opinion of Admiral Goodrich, 
shows a complete ignorance, both theoretical and practi- 
cal, of the subject of scouting. It was the essay of Dr. 
Ames, accorded an honorable mention, which won the 
praise of Lieutenant Fullinwider’s critic, especially his 
suggestion of a “dynamic test” for promotion to the 
grade of lieutenant. To promote to this grade a man 
“who cannot keep abreast of his men as they go at a 
double-quick up a slope is worse than folly—it may pave 
the way for a national disaster.” Advanced captains and 
rear admirals may cultivate a certain generosity of 
waist measurement, but not those of lower rank.

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The other officers who took part in the discussion be- 
fore the Naval Institute were much more complimentary 
to the prize essayist. Capt. F. J. Drake thought he 
struck the key-note when he stated that “the Navy re- 
quires the most perfect organization and administration. 
There should be a complete standard organization of the 
personnel for all types of vessels in their respective 
classes and ratings; a complete and systematically de- 
veloped organization of the enlisted personnel. Vessels 
worth retaining on the active list should not be laid up 
in ordinary. Each fleet should be accompanied by a 
repair ship, which would keep them in efficient condition 
for two years.” Captain Drake condemined the apprentice 
system, which is fast becoming absorbed by the “‘lands- 








men for training” system which will ultimately form the 
only nucleus on which to expand the enlisted force. 
Comdr. BE. B. Barry expressed the fear that “the 
naval wave raised by the war with Spain has reached 
the outer line of shoals, and soon will expend itself up- 
on the beach of neglect,” and the essay was an indirect 
protest against this. Captain Barry agreed fully and 
heartily with the building program outlined by the es- 
sayist, except that he would begin at once to provide for 
replacing obsolete and worn out vessels. The apprentice 
system was defended by Captain Barry against the at- 
tack upon it in the essay. Too much stress should not 
be laid upon petty boyish pranks. Judged by more 
serious offences the apprentices make a better showing 
than the landsmen, who desert in the proportion of seven 
to two apprentices, and are discharged for bad conduct 
or undesirability in the same proportion. The apprentice 
system should be encouraged instead of being abolished. 
If the apprentices were not dumped aboard cruising 
ships too soon, there would be less complaint about their 
immaturity and the faults of the apprentice system. 
The same fault was found with the landsman training 
system. “What gain can accrue from hoarding great 
droves of greenhorns aboard converted merchant steam- 
ers and sending them from place to place ‘seeing the 
world,’ and then going home on furlough?” Other 
points in the prize essay were remarked upon by Comdr. 
Bradley A. Fiske, Comdr. J. C. Wilson and Lieut. 
Comdr. H. 8. Krapp. 

The appearance just at this time of what purports 
to be a plan for the invasion of India, prepared by Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin, is one of the ironies of fate. General 
Kuropatkin is occupied elsewhere at present, and 
there is every indication that his present employment 
will engage him for some time. The shadow of Russia 
hangs less threateningly over the Hastern horizon than 
it did when this scheme for the invasion of India was 
formulated, and the Muscovite’s loss of prestige will be 
powerful in its influence upon the control] of the Asiatic 
nationalities he has hitherto swayed to his purposes, 
The scheme of conquest for India, said to have been 
proposed by General Kuropatkin, was evidently based 
upon the supposed success of Russian plans in Man- 
churia which have since miscarried so grievously. It 
was proposed to seize a series of strong positions north 
of Afghanistan on a line running from Badakshan on 
the east through Balck and Maimane to Herat. After 
this campaign, which was, of course, assumed to be a 
success, an interval of two years was to follow for rest 
and the thorough establishment of the Russians upon 
this their first base. Next was to follow a campaign 
resulting in the capture of a series of strong positions 
in Afghanistan further to the south; Kashmir on the 
east, Kabul in the center, and Kandahar at the west. 
This would place Russia in possession of a strong line on 
the flank of Northwestern India. But this involves the 
occupation in advance of Afghanistan, and Wngland has 
too keen an appreciation of the value to her of the in- 
dependence of that buffer mountain State to permit the 
beautiful program to be carried out without protesting 
with something more than protocols, An important fact- 
or in the plans of Kuropatkin was to turn Mohamedan 
fanaticism against the English, and with loss of pres- 
tige the Russians will find this more difficult than it 
once was.

The Philadelphia Inquirer shows a lamentable dispo. 
sition to be sarcastic at the expense of the esthetic gen- 
tlemen upon whom we depend for the selection of Army 
uniforms. lt seems to be taking an unfair advantage of 
the fact that there is no punishment in this country for 
the offense of lése majesté when it says, in its notice of 
the Penn&ylvania encampment: “The variety of uniforms 
which clothe the officers of the Guard is somewhat puz- 
zling. Under the changes ordered by the War Depart- 
ment, and with which the National Guard of Pennsyl- 
vania complies, the officers are given until 1905 to com- 
plete the change from the old uniform to the new bill of 
dress. Unfortunately, the War Department, or that part 
of it which has to do with the uniform question, never 
seems to know its own mind for more than about twenty- 
four hours, and the consequence is that in endeavoring 
to keep up with the regulations the result is attained of 
some wearing the State fibre-dyed canvas uniforms; some 
wear a very neat serge uniform, approximating in color 
to the fibre-dyed, some wear the olive drab woolen, and 
some wear the olive drab serge. It will be a good thing 
when the uniform business will be definitely settled by 
the Army people, so that there will be complete uniform- 
ity of uniform.” 











By direction of the Navy Department the Chicago will 
be commissioned for sea service on August 15 at the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard, with Capt. Edwin K. Moore, U.S.N., in 
command. The Chicago has been fitted out for the du- 
ties of flagship, and as soon as her complement of men 
and officers has been secured she will sail for the Pacific 
station and hoist the pennant of Rear Admiral Caspar 
F. Goodrich, commander-in-chief of the Pacific squadron, 
replacing the New York. The last named ship has been 
detached from that squadron and will proceed to the At- 
lantic coast for assignment to such service as the depart- 
ment sees fit for her. Among the officers ordered to the 
Chicago is Paymr. Grey Skipwith, U.S.N., who has been 
directed to report for duty on August 8, and is now en 
route to this country from a short leave on the Conti- 
nent. He has recently completed a cruise on the Pa- 
cific, having been attached to the U.S.S. Marblehead, 
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A correspondent writes: “It is not generally known— 
indeed it has only very recently been learned upon ex- 
amination of private papers after death—that the com- 
poser of the famous war song, ‘Dixie,’ was a soldier in 
the United States Army (Regulars), but such is -the 
fact. Daniel Decatur Emmett, who died a few days ago 
at his home in Mt. Vernon, Ohio, enlisted about 1832, 
having been born in 1815. He served most of the time 
at the old garrison at Newport, Ky., which post was the 
predecessor of Fort Thomas, and also some time at a 
military post in Missouri. For three years he was fifer and 
chief musician and received instruction from one of the 
best authorities on martial music of his time in America. 
After leaving the Army he received further excellent in- 
struction, while a member of an orchestra, from a master 
band leader. Though his ‘Dixie’ became the war song 
of the South, it was a mere accident, as Emmett never 
had any sympathy with the Confederacy. While he was 
a Democrat, the proposition to dismember the Union was 
vigorously opposed by him, as is clearly disclosed by 
many of his manuscripts still unpublished. Among his 
papers is found a book called ‘Emmett’s Standard Drum- 
mer,’ written for the instruction in the art of drumming. 
In the preface to this book he tells of his career in the 
U.S. Army as an evidence of his ability to write on such 
a subject. The unpublished manuscripts prove that Em- 
mett was far more than the popular minstrel the world 
has always considered him, and by these papers Prof. 
Charles B. Galbreath, State Librarian (Ohio), will prove 
that Mr. Emmett was a sage, a philosopher and poet of 
no small ability. In the next issue of the Quarterly of 
the Ohio Archaeological and Historical Society there will 
appear a sketch of the life of Daniel Emmett, written 
by Professor Galbreath, which will be a revelation of 
much interest and value.”

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Can Congress constitutionally give Filipinos independ- 
ence is a question discussed in the current North Ameri- 
can Review. It can, says “H. A.;” it cannot, says “J. 
H.C.” One argument presented for the negative seems 
to be conclusive: “If Congress possesses the power to 
alienate the Philippines, to displace them outside of the 
national jurisdiction, as well as to dispose of them within 
it, then Congress possesses precisely the same power over 
any other territory of the United States, and by simple 
act of Congress the District of Columbia itself could be 
ceded to Great Britain—or Fortress Monroe, or League 
Island Navy Yard. New Mexico, with jurisdiction over 
its inhabitants, could be ceded to the Sultan of Turkey ; 
or Oklahoma could be ceded to the Mormon church, to 
erect there an independent foreign and alien government 
in the heart of the country. Is that conceivable? Would 
the Supreme Court ever sustain such a construction of 
the Constitution as that? Yet it inevitably follows if 
the power ‘to dispose of’ is held to mean the power to 
alienate.” The primary meaning of “‘dispose’’ is not “to 
part with,” but “to set in order.” It is only a secondary 
usage that comprehends the idea of disposing of a thing 
or a situation by parting with it, alienating it or giving 
it up. Intrinsically, it does not mean to sell or get rid 
of, although inexactly used at times in that sense. Co- 
inciding with what has been more than once said here, 
“J. H. C.” says that the sooner the Filipinos realize, and 
we, too, that the islands are part of the United States 
permanently, without a chance of their alienation unless 
they are wrested from us by war, the better it will be 
for all concerned. As the years go by, the problem will 
work itself out, and an equitable share in the freedom of 
our institutions will be acquired by the inhabitants of 
these islands in increasing measure according to their 
needs, as it was with the inhabitants of the Northwest 
Territory and of the Louisiana Purchase.

Professional interest in the task of taking care, in the 
hour of battle, of men wounded in naval war has been 
greatly increased by the experiences of the conflict in the 
Far East. The difficulties attending such work are vividly 
illustrated, for example, by the statement of the chaplain 
of the Russian cruiser Variag, which was sunk at Che- 
mulpo on February 9, to the effect that during the en- 
gagement only five of the wounded on board that vessel 
were taken to the surgeons below the water line, the 
enemy’s fire being so fierce that the others had to be left 
where they fell. Official reports show that the Variag 
had forty-one killed, sixty-eight seriously wounded and 
nearly two hundred minor casualties. The fact that only 
five of all these cases reached the surgeons while the bat- 
tle was in progress graphically describes the helplessness 
of the medical service during that awful period. Com- 
menting on the conditions thus disclosed, a writer in the 
British Navy League Journal says: “Could anything 
point more eloquently to the need of teaching men how 
to render ‘first aid’ to each other? ‘The captain of the 
Variag had done so, and in the American Navy, since the 
Spanish-American War, all bluejackets and marines are 
required to go through a course of ‘first aid; but in our 
own navy there is no such regulation, though a few 
strokes of the pen at Whitehall would remedy this serious 
omission. Judging from the Navy List, one would cer- 
tainly say that the uniform is far more important than 
the living body it covers, for there are pages and pages 
about buttons and seams, but not a word about ‘first aid.’ 
If each ship in the navy spared a few hours a week from 
the cleaning of paint-work and devoted them to learning 
how to stop bleeding from an artery, and how to prevent 
a simple from becoming a compound fracture, many lives 
and limbs might be saved when the ‘real thing’ comes.” 
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Another interesting opinion on this question appears in 
a paper in the official report on the “Health of the British 
Navy for 1903,” in which the author, Fleet Surgeon Han- 
dyside, contends that during the short, sharp fury ef a 
naval engagement the wounded will have to be left where 
they fall. “I believe,” says Surgeon Handyside, “that 
it would be best to leave all wounded on board ship where 
they received their hurt, merely getting them out of the 
way of the guns and applying such temporary aids as 
time allowed until the end of the action, when they could 
be removed with due care to such parts of the ship as had 
been least damaged, and where there was air and light 
for the proper carrying out of more thorough treatment.” 

As a result of his experiences on the cruiser Isla de 
Cuba in the battle of Cavite, May 1, 1898, Senor Juan 
Redondo, chief surgeon of the Spanish navy, has reached 
the conclusion that ships of war must have sick bays 
suitably provided, and, if they do not have hoists for 
wounded analogous to those used for ammunition, there 
must be speedy arrangements for getting the injured out 
of danger by hand as soon as possible. No serious op- 
erations can be thought of, the number of medical of- 
ficers being quite insufficient for the work, and no squad- 
ron should go into action unless accompanied by a hos- 
pital ship. He has an article on the subject in the 
Revista General de Marina. 
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It is stated with apparent show of authority that 
100,000 breast plates are to be furnished to the Russian 
troops in Manchuria. They have been ordered from the 
Milan factory, which manufactures the Bendetti plate af- 
ter a secret process, and are to be delivered at the Russian 
consulate in Milan on Aug. 15, the price to be half a mil- 
lion roubles. Last winter the inventor carried out some 
tests at St. Petersburg before the Czar and high military 
officials, and it is claimed that the plate is proof against 
all small-arm projectiles. The cuirass to be supplied for 
the Russian soldiers is flexible, weighs only seventeen 
ounces, is less than half an inch in thickness, and en- 
tirely covers the chest and abdomen of the wearer. The 
chief profit in these breast plates will be to the manu- 
facturers and possibly to the Russian who purchased 
them. We doubt much whether they will add anything 
to the fighting value of the Russian army. A curious story 
comes from Richmond to the effect that there has recent- 
ly been placed in the State Library of Virginia a suit 
of armor taken from the remains of a Union soldier who 
fell in the battle of Seven Pines and was buried on the 
field. This armor, according to the report, which needs 
to be sworn to before it can be accepted, is in the form 
of two plates made in the shape of the two front flaps 
of a waistcoat, or vest, and they were fitted inside the 
vest from the shoulder seam to the buttoning line and 
bottom edge of the garments. The plates on exhibition 
are of thin steel and they are shown with the bullet- 
torn vest in which they were found. On the plates that 
covered the heart is this label: “Sold by H. H. & C. W. 
Elliott, No. 4 Pine street, New York. Made to resist a 
pistol ball at 15 yards, a rifle ball at 200 yards, with 
regular United States charges.”

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In an article on “Concentration and Command of Ar- 
tillery in Battle,” appearing in the Army and Navy 
Gazette, Capt. C. Holmes Wilson, R.F.A., says: “Since 
Infantry officers have commanded small columns to 
which guns have been attached, a new idea has arisen in 
regard to the general disposal of the guns. It seems no 
longer to be a case of massing the artillery for the de- 
cisive attack. Brigades are divided and batteries are 
split up, with the result that the features of the ground 
prevent any attempt at a concentration of fire. There 
are, of course, exceptions to the desire for dispersion. 
During the artillery maneuvers at Aldershot the guns 
were massed so that they could concentrate their fire on 
the decisive spot. We have referred to the matter gen- 
erally, as there is undoubtedly a desire for dispersion, 
which is probably a direct result of the methods used in 
the Boer War. The policy adopted by the Japanese is, 
however, different. They appear to mass their guns in 
great batteries and overwhelm their adversaries with a 
concentrated fire. This is, of course, possible with dis- 
persion to a certain extent; the degree of dispersion to be 
adopted must, however, in such a case be left to one 
man, and not divided between the divisional generals or 
column commanders.” The plan of the Japanese, ac- 
cording to a writer in the Russki Invalid, is to place the 
field artillery in elevated positions commanding valleys 
and defiles, and prepare it to move with great rapidity, 
while the horse artillery is to strive after extreme mo- 
bility, so as to be able to re-unite and act in masses 
against the main body of the enemy’s force. 
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Our correspondent, “Soldier of the Line,’’ whose ar- 
ticle on the detail system appeared last week, says in ad- 
dition: ‘Even in the Medical Department and the Corps of 
Engineers, the obvious benefits of the detail system may 
still be had, though in a more limited degree; and to 
this end the head of each should be changed, at least 
every four years. In seeking a new head seniority 
coupled with average excellence should outweigh all 
other considerations except extraordinary services in 
siege, battle or campaign in eventful wars. In the mili- 
tary organization, however it may be in civil affairs, 
shining intellect and genius can serve more acceptably, 
and therefore far more ably when respect is shown and 
no violence done to the vital principles of subordination, 
and when all, in their different spheres, unmortified, un- 


humiliated, exert their best efforts cheerfully, heartily 
and zealously in united resolve to achieve success. Safe. 
ly to aspire to chief place before his proper turn, a man 
must be princely in achievement as well as in genius, 
and till then his irregular elevation can only injure the 
harmony, the well-being, the esprit, the efficiency of his 
corps. For the spirit is the man, and broken spirits are 
disabled men. Not a single star, though never so bril- 
liant, but the various and uneclipsed excellence of al] 
its members can make a constellation. In the Ordnance 
Department it seems jikely the detail system may have 
to be modified and applied somewhat in the manner just 
indicated. Or it may be necessary to fill its vacancies 
by men carefully chosen from each class at West Point.”

When the Personnel act was passed, it was discovered 
that some rates of pay were reduced below what the old 
Navy law provided. In 1900 Congress passed a pro- 
vision that where the old Navy rates were in excess of 
the new Army rates they should remain in force. The 
Treasury Department held that this applied only to 
officers in commission in July, 1899. The officers con- 
tested this and one of those appointed from civil life in 
1900 brought the question before the Court of Claims, 
which decided with the Comptroller. The court there 
laid down the principle that the purpose of Congress was 
to preserve for officers in the Service the rates of pay 
which had been promised them by law when they en- 
tered the Service, the object of the law being to save 
what in some senses might be termed a vested riglit. 
The court has now been asked in the brief in the case of 
Lieut. William C. Watts, U.S.N., filed by the Messrs. 
King of Washington, the attorneys for the officers under 
the Personnel act, to decide that a cadet who was in the 
Academy on July 1, 1899, is entitled to all the benefits 
of the saving clause of the act of 1900, which the officer 
then in commission receives. The argument made is 
that a cadet agreed to serve for a given length of time, 
that he was promised a fixed rate of pay for his service 
and that good faith requires that these old rates of pay 
should be preserved to him just as much as to those 
officers who had received their commissions on July 1, 
1899.

Secretary Morton, on August 1, after a conference at 
the White House with the President, at which Rear Ad- 
miral G. A. Converse, the new Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, was present, announced that Comdr. New- 
ton E. Mason was selected to be Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance to fill the vacancy caused by the transfer of 
Admiral Converse to the Bureau of Navigation. Com- 
mander Mason is a native of Pennsylvania, having been 
appointed from that State in 1865. He had been select- 
ed by Rear Admiral Converse to be his assistant when 
Lieut. V. O. Chase left the bureau to become the ordnance 
officer of the Ohio. Commander Mason has for many 
years been an ordnance expert, having contributed largely 
to the founding of the proving ground at Indian Head, 
Maryland. He was for a time in charge of the torpedo 
station at Newport and has done considerable inspection 
duty. His appointment has been generally approved 
throughout the Service and his succession to the bureau 
insures the continuation of the aggressive and thorough 
policy of his predecessor. Commander Mason was not a 
candidate for the place. 

A striking illustration of American energy and adapt- 
ability to circumstances is found in the rejuvenation of 
Galveston, Texas, following the destruction produced by 
the tropical storm of a few years ago. The sea wall 
which is to guard the Gulf City against a similar visita- 
tion was completed July 29, at a cost of $1,198,318, and 
the work of filling in the 200 feet space behind it, which 
will require $1,142,000 more, is in progress. The wall 
intersects the Government jetty at the foot of Highth 
Street on the bay shore, extends south on Sixth Street to 
the crown of the beach on the Gulf side and then follows 
the contour of the beach west to the foot of Thirty-ninth 
Street, where it ends. The Government improvement 
to protect Fort Crockett and the military reservation 
lying west will extend the wall west to Fifty-fifth 
Street, which is the western line of the reservation.

The U.S. torpedoboat Talbot, attached to the reserve 
torpedo flotilla, stationed at the naval torpedo station, 
navy yard, Norfolk, Va., will leave shortly for Wasb- 
ington. The Talbot has been designated for duty in con- 
nection with the annual regatta of the Potomac River 
Regatta Association, which will be held at Washington 
on Saturday, Aug. 12. The Talbot will do patrol duty 
on that occasion, and will assist in keeping the course 
clear, and will also be used in the capacity of referee 
boat, on which the referee and other officials will follow 
the racers.

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“An Army Officer” sends to the Omaha Bee some shar) 
criticisms upon the resolution adopted by the Democratic 
National Convention at St. Louis favoring the reduction 
of the standing Army “to that point shown by tradition 
as necessary.”

and absurd, except to those ignorant of American cus- 
toms, laws and institutions, that it does not merit con- 
sideration.” 
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WAR IN THE FAR EAST. 


The taking of Tashi-Kiou by the Japanese July 25, 
reported last week, has been followed by fierce fighting, 
in which the Russians are slowly yielding to the heavy 
pressure of superior forces. They are making a desper- 
ate resistance, apparently for the purpose of protecting 
the withdrawal of their forces further north. A Niu- 
Chwang despatch of Aug. 6 says: “General Kuroki, 
with 100,000 men, is now behind the Russian forces; 
General Oku, with an army of 50,000 men, is on their 
front, while flanking them on the left is General Nodzu, 
with his division of 50,000 men. If General Kuropatkin 
is defeated he must either move westward or surrender. 
The military foreign attachés with the second army are 
en route for the front to witness the expected great 
battle.” 

The Japanese are reported to have entered Hai-Cheng 
(Hai-Tshung) without resistance Aug. 3 and occupied 
Niu-Chwang, the old Chinese town thirty miles north of 
the post of the same name. The Russians began to aban- 
don Hai-Cheng Aug. 2. 

The army of General Kuropatkin is described as form- 
ing a wedge with General Oku hammering away at the 
point and Generals Nouzu and Kuroki operating with 
driving movements of great force against the sides. ‘ 

A Russian paper estimates the strength of Kuroki’s 
army at 120,000 men, of which number 50,000 are on the 
high road to Liao-Yang, 30,000 on the Sai-ma-Tse Liao- 
Yang road, 30,000 on the roads to Mukden, and 10,000 in 
reserve, The figures of General Oku’s and General Nodzu’s 
armies are believed to bring the total close to 200,000. 

According to a despatch dated St. Petersburg, Aug. 2, 
no troops -proceeding to the front from Russia had gone 
past Harbin in the previous three days. They will be 
detrained there, and every available piece of rolling stock 
will be rushed south empty for the removing of troops at 
Liao-Yang and other points to the northward, leaving a 
skeleton force to contest the Japanese advance on vital 
positions. 


rhe Japanese give their losses in the battle of Tashi- 
Chao as 12 officers and 136 men killed, and 47 officers and 


Sik men wounded. They estimate that the Russians lost 
at least 2,000. 

The Vladivostok squadron returned safely to port, the 
Japanese squadron on the lookout failing to sight it. 

Nothing new from Port Arthur except unreliable re- 
ports. A Russian army organ declares that the events 
of the last ten days demonstrate conclusively that the 
Japanese objective since the beginning of the war has 
been to strike the main army of the Russians, and not, 
as popularly supposed, to take Port Arthur. 


NAVAL CONTROL OF WIRELESS TELEGRAPH. 


Upon the recommendation of Rear Admiral Henry N. 
Manney, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, the report 
of the Board on Wireless Telegraphy, which has just 
been approved. by the President, has been ordered 
printed, together with the correspondence incident to the 
board’s appointment, etc. These paragraphs with regard 
to the legislation recommended for the regulation of 
private wireless telegraph companies are of special in- 
terest: . 

“We recommend that as fast as the naval wireless 
telegraph stations are put in operation the Navy Depart- 
ment be directed to receive and transmit, through these 
stations, free of charge, all wireless messages to or from 
ships at sea, provided such stations do not come in com- 
petition with commercial stations, until such time as 
Congress may enact the necessary legislation governing 
this subject. In asking for legislation on these points 
the board desires to invite attention to the fact that 
where wireless stations are needed for. the merchant 
marine, as.a rule the Navy will also require them. The 
board believes it to be in the interest, not only of Gov- 
ernmental but public economy and efficiency to permit 
the naval stations to handle the public service; in the 
present state of the art but one station is desirable for 
the public interests in such places. As the needs of the 
Navy are paramount on account of the problem of na- 
tional defense, private stations should not be allowed 
to loeate to the disadvantage of the former. Moreover 
there is at present no public need for multiplication of 
stations at these points. ; ; 

The board admits that the private companies have 
rights, and declares that the Navy desires that these 
rights should be protected. It therefore suggests that 
the issuing of licenses to such companies be placed under 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, and that Con- 
vress enact suitable legislation for the regulation of 
such companies. Executive action is recommended to 
prevent the location of private stations to the interfer- 
ence of the needs of the Navy. The board strongly ex- 
presses its disapproval of the organization of anything 
like a wireless trust, or of the booming of companies 
which are known not to be competent or responsible. 

By approving this report President Roosevelt has 
awarded to the Navy the control of all the coastwise 
stations now in operation by the Government. In view of 
the fact that the wireless telegraph coastwise stations be- 
long to the military defense, and because they are more 
important to the Navy than to the Army, the Navy should 
be given control of them. It is recommended, however, that 
the Army shall have control of those stations which are 
necessary for communication between the various Army 
posts on the coast, of such stations as are needed for 
communication along the inland frontier, and of the wire- 
less stations in Alaska. Legislation is recommended which 
will prevent private companies from interfering in any 
way with the coatswise stations of the Government. The 


report was unanimous. 








EMERGENCY PURCHASES. 

In a communication to Pay Director Theodore 8. 
Thompson, U.S.N., Comptroller Tracewell calls attention 
to what he regards as errors in the Pay Director’s ad- 
ministration of the affairs of his department. The Comp- 
troller says that it is an error to assume that advertising 
for bids by sending out proposals to prospective selling 
parties or firms and posting notices thereof makes the 
transaction an emergency ‘purchase. The fact of the 
advertisement shows that the immediate delivery of the 
goods is not urgent. we J 

“This method of advertising is legal when newspaper 
advertisement is not required by law, but when indulged 
in the evidence that it has been made should accompany 
the voucher, the same as the evidence of a newspaper 
advertisement; and a contract for the faithful delivery 
of the articles wanted and contracted for should be exe- 
cuted as required by law. * * s The question of 
whether an emergency purchase for supplies of any kind 


should be made is a question for the administrative of- 
ficers to determine. The settlement thereof is evidenced 
by a certificate of emergency requiring the immediate 
delivery of the thing in question.” 

To illustrate, the Comptroller says: “A typewriter 
breaks down and the use of a new one is imperative and 
exigent, not admitting of the delay of advertising for a 
new one. The purchase of a new typewriter without ad- 
vertisement under such circumstances, under a certificate 
of emergency, is proper and legal; but the purchase of ad- 
ditional typewriters to supply the ordinary wants as 
they occur during the remainder of the fiscal year under 
such certification is not legal or right, and opens wide 
the door for fraud and favoritism if the purchasing of- 
ficer is so inclined. 

“The purpose of advertising is to invite competition 
by notifying those who have the desired articles for sale 
of the terms and conditions upon which the Government 
will purchase. Experience has taught us that purchase 
should be made in no other way, and the law so com- 
mands, when time and circumstances admit of this 
method; but when this precaution is generally neglected 
by any department, fraud and scandal follow as a mat- 
ter of course. While it is true that the Comptroller has 
held that patented and proprietary articles are an ex- 
ception to the rule, it is only such articles of those 
classes not exposed for sale in competition with the 
same or similar articles.” 

As no particular injury to the Government has re- 
sulted from the payments criticized, they are allowed in 
this instance, but the Comptroller in conclusion says: 
“T feel it to be my duty to see that the spirit of this 
communication is vbserved in the future relative to the 
matters herein discussed.”

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Acting upon the recommendation of the Chief of Ar- 
tillery the Military Secretary has ordered the class of en- 
listed men for the School of Submarine Defense at Fort 
Totten, N.Y., for the purpose of taking the course of 
instruction in the school of electrician sergeants. ‘There 
were many more applications received this year from en- 
listed men asking to be allowed to take the course than 
the school could accommodate. The class, which will be- 
gin its work on Sept. 1, 1904, consists of the following 
men who have been ordered to Fort Totten from the 
stations designated after their respective names: Pvts.

The program of the visit of the West Point graduating 
class to Sandy Hook, June 7, included the following: 
Inspection of Battery Halleck and its armament; firing 
12-inch gun, on disappearing carriage; explosion of tor- 
pedo shell buried in sand on beach; inspection of 16-inch 
gun and torpedo shell crater; inspection of mortar bat- 
tery; firing two salvos, at moving target, from mortar 
battery; firing high explosive shell from 7-inch howitzer;

pounder rapid-fire guns; firing Vickers-Maxim, 1-pounder 
automatic, “pom-pom” gun; firing shrapnel from new

Soldiers must no longer be seen conversing with 
strange women on the grounds at Fort Sheridan. Orders 
to this effect have just been issued by Colonel Whitall, 
commanding the post.

A 
patrol will visit the village regularly hereafter and all 
soldiers found there without leave will be arrested.

It was caused, of course, by the bad behavior of some of 
the men going to Highland Park. According to a des- 
patch from Chicago, 41 members of Co. D, 27th Inf., 
were placed in arrest at Fort Sheridan, by order of 
Colonel Whitall, for taking beer to their quarters in vio- 
lation of orders. Six of the men, who were non-com- 
missioned officers, were reduced to the ranks, and all 
must suffer court-martial. 


In his “Cours d’analyse, professé a I’'Ecole Polytech- 
nique, (1904),”” G. Humbert, membre de l'Institut, profes-

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Although the Pay Department of the Army has let 
it be distinctly understood that any officer who is detected 
in the duplication of his pay accounts will be b: to 
trial by court-martial, cases of duplication are continual- 
ly being discovered. At the present time there are not 
less than four alleged cases of duplication of pay ac- 
counts by officers which are being investigated by the 
Paymaster General. Charges have been preferred re- 
cently against 1st Lieut. Thomas W. Gunn, retired - 
for alleged duplication of his pay accounts, and he wil 
be brought to trial at Fort Sheridan, Ill. The Paymaster 
General hopes to be able to stamp out this pernicious 
practice and is letting it be distinctly understood that he 
will rsonally prefer charges ogakent any officer de- 
tected in duplication. 








On another page the Laflin & Rand Powder Company, 
99 Cedar Street, New York, announce that they have 
put on the market a new powder to be known as “Marks- 
man Smokeless.”

In connection with the dredging of the Ambrose chan- 
nel in New York harbor appears the statement by the 
Army engineers that the draught of a vessel increases 
under steam, especially in shallow water. The new chan- 
nel, which is to cost $4,000,000, will provide a straight 
cut from the Narrows to the open sea, forty feet deep 
and 2,000 feet wide. Of 42,000,000 cubic yards to be re- 
moved not quite one-third has been taken out, but the 
engineers in charge believe that within two years the 
channel can be widened to half its stipulated width and 
given a depth of thirty-five feet. 


Brig. Gen. J, P. Story, Chief of Artillery, and Brig. 
Gen. Alexander Mackenzie, Chief of the Corps of En- 
gineers, this week visited points on Narragansett Bay 
for the purpose of selecting sites for range and position 
finders in connection with the coast fortifications, Sev- 
eral boards have been appointed at various times recently 
for the purpose of selecting these sites, but none of them 
reached an agreement and the reports of all were differ- 
ent. It therefore became necessary for Generals Story and 
Mackenzie to settle the matter, which they have done.

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GENERAL CHAFFEE AT PUGET SOUND. 


Lieut, Gen. A. R. Chaffee, U.S.A., who left Washing- 
ton some time since on a tour of inspection to the Pa- 
cific, has completed his inspection of the Puget Sound Ar- 
tillery districts. On July 21 he inspected Forts Flagler 
and Casey, and July 22 a thorough examination was 
made of the vast armament at Fort Worden. The Gen- 
eral was accompanied in his inspection by Col. George 8. 
Grimes, A.C., commanding the Artillery district of Pu- 
get Sound, and by Capt. I. N. Lewis, his adjutant; also 
by Major Clarence Deems, A.C., commanding at Fort Wor- 
den, and Major L. H. Walker, A.C., commanding at Fort 
Casey. Referring to the visit of General Chaffee and 
party, the Port Townsend Leader says: 

“As a matter of course the head of the Army was re- 
ceived at all the posts with the customary salute, the 
troops of the garrison being drawn up to receive him. Af- 
ter the usual reception, and after the regular formula 
had been gone through with, the general developed a 
strong desire to get at the bottom of things. With a 
brilliant circle of handsomely attired officers behind him 
he would call up some subordinate, a sergeant, perhaps, 
and inquire as to the conditions existing, and particularly 
as to whether the rank and file were well treated. In 
pursuance of this policy he insisted upon visiting the 
guard houses at all the posts, and carefully interrogated 
the men in durance vile. As an old soldier, accustomed 
to the life and vicissitudes of the private soldier, the 
general was amply equipped for such an inquiry, and it 
is said that his note-book is somewhat burdened with 
facts which may, not improbably, result in some good to 
the rank and file and the discipline of the Army. 

“He was very minute in his inspection and expressed 
himself as having found everything in perfect accord with 
the original plans and specifications, and particularly com- 
plimented Major Penrose, the constructing quartermas- 
ter, who has been responsible for the entire work for the 
last two years, upon the magnificent showing as regards 
the vast amount of work completed, and especially with 
regard to its thoroughness and the fact that it had al- 
ways been completed and turned over to the department 
within the contract time. 

“Quartermaster General Humphrey, although some- 
what indisposed, was able to inspect most of the matters 
in which he had a particular interest, as coming within 
his particular province, and was most emphatic in his 
commendation of the splendid way in which. Major Pen- 
rose had accomplished the very many difficult tasks set be- 
fore him by the department. 

“At the request of Quartermaster General Humphrey, 
Major George H. Penrose accompanied the distinguished 
party to Seattle in order that a more extended conference 
might be had upon the needs of the district.” 





LOVING CUP FOR GENERAL WILLIAMS. - 


Brig. Gen. Constant Williams, U.S.A., received an 
agreeable surprise at Fort Sam Houston, San Antonio, 
Tex., when the officers of his old regiment, the 26th U.S. 
Infantry, presented him with a beautiful silver loving 
cup as a token of their esteem. Most of the officers have 
served with General Williams since the organization of 
the regiment in the Philippines and elsewhere, and their 
congratulations upon his promotion were accompanied by 
expressions of regret at the parting. 

The presentation was made at the quarters of the 
general, to which the officers with their families proceeded 
in a body from the headquarters building, where they had 
assembled. Mrs. Williams and her daughter, Mrs. Crox- 
ton, assisted by Mesdames Ely, Rosenbaum and Dickson, 
received the visitors. The presentation was made by 
Chaplain Thomas J. Dickson, of the 26th, who said: 

“IT deem it a special privilege to call our late command-

“Gen. Constant Williams, now that you have been called 
to a higher sphere of usefulness, our regiment feels hon- 
ored in your promotion, and desires that you take with 
you some token of our regard, insignificant as it is in 
comparison with the love and affection in which you are 
held. This wish has found form in this loving cup. 
Would that it were possible to engrave on it the kindly 
sentiments of our hearers, but there is not space enough. 
We rest content with knowing that your record is honor- 
ably written in the annals of our country, and that your 
name will be cherished in the hearts of countless friends 
and comrades. The officers of your late regiment beg 
you to receive this cup. May it ever speak eloquently to 
you and yours of the love and devotion of the 26th In- 
fantry.” 

General Williams, evidently greatly affected, said in re- 
ply that he wished he had the language with which to 
express the sentiments of his heart and tell the officers 
how near and dear they are to him; that he felt highly 
honored in his promotion, but that the thought of leaving 
the officers of his command made his heart so sad that it 
was impossible to express his feelings in language; that 
the cup would ever remain in his family, and that this 
evening would remain always in his memory as one of 
the happiest of his life. 

Unbidden tears sprang to eyes of the general and his 
friends as they thought of the parting. Capt. O. B. Ro- 
senbaum acted as “Bombedero;:” the loving cup was 
passed and each one drank to the health and long life of 
General and Mrs. Williams. 

General Williams’s service dates back to the early days 
of the Civil War, July 31, 1861, and he has_ passed 
through every grade of the Service from that of private 
to brigadier general. He was twice wounded in the ac- 
tion against the Indians at Big Hole, Mont., Aug. 2, 
1877. where he won the brevet of major for gallant ser- 
vice in action. He has still three years to serve and win 
further honors before his retirement for age.

MRS. NELSON A. MILES. 


The death at West Point, N.Y., on Aug. 1 of Mrs. 
Mary Sherman Miles, wife of Lieutenant General Miles, 
gives a shock of surprise and grief to a wide circle of 
friends within the Army and out of it. Strong hopes 
were cherished that her vigorous constitution and hope- 
ful nature, aided by the tenderest care of her family and 
the most assiduous services of skilled physicians and 
nurses, might enable her to overcome the very serious ail- 
ment with which she was suffering, but the end came 
with a shock of surprise when she seemed to be sufficient- 
ly improved to warrant the resumption of some of the 


social duties of her position. ; 5 
Few if any of her contemporaries could claim so many 





within her own family circle who had achieved, each for 
himself, so great positions and accompnsnea so much of 
“the important work of the country. The daughter of a 
distinguished federal judge, one uncle the hero of the 
“March to the Sea,” another most distinguished as Sena- 
tor, Secretary of State and Secretary of the Treasury, 
her husband among the foremost of the great soldiers of 
the great war, and later commander of the Army, she had 
the gifts of person and of character and the social charm 
that enabled her easily and gracefully to fill the place 
that such connection naturally brought to her. 

The years of her earlier wedded life fell in the period 
of almost constant active service in what General Sher- 
man called the. “Battle of Civilization” on our Western 
frontier, a service in which her husband was to bear a 
conspicuously honorable part. Those who took part in 
that service and shared the life at the frontier posts re- 
call the peculiarly close friendship which common anxie- 
ties, perils and hardships availed to make, and though 
Mrs. Miles’s life touched and adorned so many social cir- 
cles, there will not be elsewhere greater and more sincere 
grief at her death than that felt by the now widely scat- 
tered members of the old-time circle of her husband’s 
regiment, the 5th Infantry. 

Upon her grave, with deepest grief, they would lay a 
wreath woven of remembrance of many joys and perils 
shared, of steadfast affection and of most sincere respect.

DEATH OF ADMIRAL TAYLOR. 


Immediately after its meeting of July zi the Navy 
General Board adopted the following resolution: ‘“Re- 
solved, That the General Board now adjourn out of re- 
spect to the memory of Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, who was the orig- 
inator of this board, in recegnition of the loss to the 
Navy and the public service.” 

At the meeting of the officers of the Navy on duty at 
the Naval War College held July 27, 1904, upon the re- 
ceipt of the intelligence of the death of Rear Admiral 
Henry C. Taylor, U.S.N., the following resolutions were 
adopted : 

“1. That in the sudden and untimely death of Rear 
Admiral Henry C. Taylor the Navy of the United States 
has lost one of its ablest and most valuable officers, who, 
with unwearied industry and patience, had devoted his 
time and energy to the improvement of the Service to 
which his unfailing loyalty was always given. 

“2 That we recognize as of especial value his work 
in the problem which the modern development of a navy 
demands, in the breadth of view, sound wisdom and prac- 
tical administrative ability which have been among the 
chief factors in a successful military and administrative 
progress. As president of the Naval War College he 
carried that institution through the critical period of its 
existence with a tact, persistence and firmness to which 
it is indebted for its present efficient condition and great 
value. 

“3. ‘That we mourn his loss as a loved, admired and 
respected personal friend, and extend our deepest sym- 
pathy to his bereaved family.” 

The Navy Department, with profound regret, an- 
nounces to the Service the death, on July 26, 1904, at 
Copper Cliff, Ontario, Canada, of Rear Admiral Henry C. 
Taylor, U.s.N., Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 

Rear Admiral Taylor was born in Washington, D.C., 
March 4, 1845, and entered the Navy as an acting muid- 
shipman, Sept. 30, 1860. He became an ensign in May, 
1868, and saw active service during the Civil War on 
board the Shenandoah, the Iroquois, and the Rhode Isl- 
and. He was promoted to master and lieutenant in No- 
vember, 1866, and shortly afterward was assigned to 
duty aboard the Susquehanna, and later, as a lieutenant 
commander, to the Guard. 

After a tour of duty at the Naval Academy, begin- 
ning in 1869, he served as executive officer of the Saranac 
on the North Pacific Station, and then, for about three 
years, commanded the Coast Survey steamer Hassler. 
This cruise was followed by duty at the Hydrographic 
Office and at the Washington Navy Yard. He was pro- 
moted to commander in December, 1879; commanded the 
training ship Saratoga for three years; was aide to the 
Mayor of the city of New York auring the year 1884; 
then on special duty at the navy yard, New York, and a 
member of the Board of Inspection and Survey. 

He commanded the Alliance on the Asiatic Station 
from January, 1889, to March, 1891. He was sent by the 
commander-in-chief to the Caroline Islands to safe- 
guard American interests. Without definite instructions, 
On his return home he was for six months in Madrid, 
beyond the reach of telegraphs, under circumstances in- 
volving critical international relations, he upheld the 
position of his Government with patience and firmness. 
Spain, acting under the State Department, in negotia- 
tions growing out of the same controversy. 

Commander Taylor came soon after Captain Mahan 
as President of the Naval War College in November, 
1893, and there remained until December, 1896, when he 
took command of the battleship Indiana, having been 
promoted to captain in April, 1894. He commanded the 
convoy of fifteen vessels which escorted General Shaf- 
ter’s army, embarked in thirty-five transports, from 
Tampa to Santiago; and for his “eminent and conspicu- 
ous conduct in battle,’’ in the action with the Spanish 
fleet off Santiago de Cuba, on July 3, 1898, was advanced 
five numbers in rank. 

Occupied in various duties, after coming on shore in 
October, 1899, but always engrossed in the larger prob- 
lems of naval administration, he was the originator of 
the General Board and one of its members from its 
establishment in March, 1900, until his death. Commis- 
sioned a rear admiral, Feb. 11, 1901, he was appointed on 
April 30, 1902, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. His 
administration of the personnel of the Navy was marked 
by many reforms, which grew out of his conception of 
the “Military Efficiency of the Fleet.’ He labored to en- 
courage mobility in the squadron, energy and initiative 
on the part of officers, and healthy enthusiasm among 
the enlisted men. 

It was the Navy’s misfortune that his service as 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation came so soon to an 
end, and that so distinguished a career was not crowned 
by flying his flag in chief command afloat,—the prize of 
every sea officer’s ambition. In peace and war his ser- 
vice was distinguished by high and various abilities. 
He was a noble type of the accomplished officer and 
gallant gentleman. The Navy mourns his loss. 

As a mark of respect to his memory, the flags of the 
navy yards and stations and vessels in commission will 
be displayed at half-mast from sunrise to sunset and 
thirteen guns will be fired at noon from the navy yards 
and stations on the day after the receipt of this order.

Mrs. Charles C. Burt, wife of Lieutenant Burt, Art. 
Corps, U.S.A., died at Coshocton, Ohio, July 30, after 
many hours of great suffering. She had been lying at 
the point of death since the birth of their child, July 27, 
and its death the same day. Her life had been despaireg 
of and death really came in the guise of a friend, as 
nothing else could have alleviated her suffering. A 
correspondent writes: “Mrs. Burt was born at Macon, 
Ga,, June 28, 1883. Her maiden name was Fanny B. 
Tyndall. She was possessed of a charming manner and 
made friends wherever she went. She and Lieutenant 
Burt came to Coshocton last summer shortly after their 
marriage, and she made many strong friendships during 
their brief stay. About two months ago Mrs. Burt came 
to her husband’s home to remain a few weeks and Lieu- 
tenant Burt arrived about two weeks ago. Funeral ser- 
vices were held July 31 from the home of Lieutenant 
Burt’s parents. The body lay at rest in a coffin of pure 
white, placed in a corner of the room where a year ago 
she was introduced to Coshocton society. The corner 
was a bower of sweet peas of delicate hue—her favorite 
blossom, and the one that had predominated at her mar- 
riage at her Southern home a little more than a year be- 
fore. The services were simple and impressive. The 
words of Dr. C. E. Clark were comforting and serenely 
beautiful. At the grave the coffin was lowered into a 
sepulchre of flowers, great masses of sweet peas forming 
the restful bed. A choir sang “Lead Kindly Light,” 
“One Sweetly Solemn Thought,” and “Happy Soul, Thy 
Day is Ended.” Mrs. Burt’s father, Harry C. Tyndall, 
arrived from Macon in time to attend the services. 

Mrs. Louise Spencer Munroe, wife of Nathan C. Mun- 
roe, of Georgia, and mother of Lieut. Richard Spencer 
Douglas, U.S.N., died at Washington, D.C., July 28. 

Mrs. Kate Eveleth, widow of Paymr. William Ran- 
dolph Winslow, U.S.N., died suddenly July 29, 1904, at 
Washington, D.C. 

Mrs. Rebecea S. Foltz, widow of the late Sur. Gen. 
Jonathan M. Foltz, U.S.N., died at Lancaster, Pa., July 
26, at the age of 74. Mrs. Foltz is survived by these 
children: Charles S. Foltz, of the Lancaster Intelli- 
gencer, Capt. Frederick Foltz, U.S.A., and Dr. Clinton 
Foltz, Philadelphia. 

Mrs. Mary Miles, the wife of Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, U.S.A., retired, died on Aug. 2 at West Point, N. 
Y., where she had gone to visit her son, Sherman Miles, 
who is a member of the first class at the Military Acad- 
emy. Mrs. Miles’s death was sudden and came as the 
culmination of a series of attacks of heart trouble. Last 
winter she had severe illnesg in Washington from the 
same cause, and her life was at one time despaired of 
by her family and friends. Since then she had shown 
marked improvement, and it was hoped that she wouid 
overcome the ailment which had been so menacing. it 
was thought that the climate at West Point would be 
advantageous, and Mrs. Miles went there to spend the 
summer, where she could be with her son Sherman. Her 
daughter, Mrs. Cecelia Sherman Miles Reber, and son- 
in-law, Major Samuel Reber, U.S.A., were also with her 
at West Point and were at her bedside when she passed 
away. _General Miles was on his way from Washing- 
ton to join his family at West Point when he heard the 
sad news. Mrs, Miles was feeling particularly well and 
cheerful on Aug. 1, and she and her son and daughter 
paid several calls among friends at the Academy. That 
night she was stricken with an attack of heart disease, 
from which she failed to rally. She was prior to her 
marriage Miss Mary Sherman, daughter of the late 
Judge Sherman of Cleveland, Ohio, and niece of the late 
Senator John Sherman and Gen. William T. Sherman. 
From girlhood she delighted in outdoor life, and entered 
fully into the spirit of soldier life after her marriage 
with the general, being with him on many of his famous 
Indian campaigns. She nearly always accompanied her 
husband while he traveled from post to post on Army 
work. In Washington she was greatly beloved by all 
who knew her, and her entertainments made her a con- 
spicuous leader of society at the national capital. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. sent a_ telegram of condolence expressinz 
to General Miles and family the sympathy of himself 
and Mrs. Roosevelt. The funeral was held at West 
Point Aug. 3, and the burial will be in General Miles’s 
private reservation in the National Cemetery at Arling- 
ton, Va. Mrs. Miles is survived by two sisters, Mrs 
Cameron, wife of ex-Senator Don Cameron of Pennsy!- 
vania, and Mrs. Colgate Hoyt of New York. 

Mrs. Mary Clitz Pratt, widow of the late Col. H. C 
Pratt, U.S.A., and daughter of the late Capt. John Clitz, 
died Aug. 1 in Detroit, Mich., at her residence, 439 Cass 
avenue, at the age of 84 years. She was born at Sacket 
Harbor, N.Y., and went to Detroit in her childhood. 
After her marriage she resided in Detroit several years, 
while her husband was stationed there. She is survived 
by three sons—Col. Sedgwick Pratt, of the Artillery 
Corps; Lieut. Col. BE. B. Pratt, of the U.S. Infantry, and 
Chester M. Pratt, of Chicago. ,

He was 
in charge of the welfare of the colored people south. of 
the James River in 1863, and in 1865 was made colonel 
of a colored regiment.

The highwayman who has been holding up citizens in 
Mount Vernon, N.Y., has turned out to be Henry J. Wil- 
kison, a deserter from the U.S. Marine Corps.

of foot troops; also to prescribe an annual allowance ot

rounds of rifle and carbine blank cartridges for each 
officer and enlisted man of a staff corps or department 
and each enlisted man of the general non-commissioned 
staff authorized to participate in target practice; also to 
prescribe that the necessary ammunition for the author- 
ized monthly contests at posts will be in addition to 
the regular allowance, but will not exceed 1,800 rounds 
per annum for each company taking part in the post 
contests. 

II. With a view to preventing unauthorized persons 
boarding U.S. Army transports in the uniform of en- 
listed men of the Army, the commander of the troops to 
embark will have ranks formed on the wharf immedi- 
ately before embarkation, and a careful roll-call and 
inspection made to see that only men who are to em- 
bark are present, and will use due diligence to see that 
no others go on board with the troops.

for same aS excess baggage. The allowance authorized 
in this paragraph, together with the quantity of bag- 
gage transported by ordinary freight, will in no instance 
exceed the allowance provided by paragraph 1242.

Publishes a decision of the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury. This is in reply to a request from the Paymaster 
General for an interpretation of the provision in the 
Sundry Civil Service Appropriation act of May 23, 1904, 
providing for the division of the yearly pay of Govern- 
ment employés into twelve equal installments, each day 
counting as one-thirtieth of a month. The Comptroller 
holds that this does not repeal the previous act of March, 
1908, which is special, applying only to Army appropria- 
tion acts. 

He suggests that if the first-cited act repeals or super- 
sedes the last-cited act the following questions arise: 

(a) Will an officer or enlisted man absent without 
leave on the 28th of February (in ordinary, not leap 
year), but present. for duty on March 1, forfeit three 
days’ pay, or only one day’s pay? 

(b) Will an officer or soldier absent without leave from 
Feb. 28, to a later date than Marca 1, say to the 5th of 
March, forfeit one or three days’ pay in February? 

(c) If Sec. 4, as above cited, does not repeal or super- 
sede the provisions in the Army Appropriation act, will 
the illustrations given im’ Cir. 4 be viewed as applying 
to payments from Army appropriations? 

These two provisions concerning the method of com- 
puting pay are substantially alike. Each provides for 
exactly the same method of computation and is simply 
the same thing expressed in language somewhat differ- 
ent but meaning exactly the same thing. Each makes 
provisions for payments of annual and monthly salaries 
and compensation where the service is continuous dur- 
ing any given month in a year, and treats each month 
regardless of its number of days as thirty days in dura- 
tion. Each likewise makes provision for the payment 
of such salaries or compensation where the service is 
not continuous during any particular month, and each 
provision that in such case the person so serving a frac- 
tional part of a month shall be paid for such service at 
the rate of one-thirtieth of the monthly salary or com- 
pensation for each of said day's service. 

I answer: (a) The officer should be paia twenty-seven 
thirtieths of his month's salary. 

(b) The officer in question, if absent on the 2th day 
ot February, should receive twenty-seven thirtieths of 
a month's pay. If he returned to duty on March 5 he 
should receive for the month of March twenty-six thir- 
tieths of a month's salary. 

A month's salary, if it be an annual salary, is the one- 
twelfth thereof. ° 

(c) I see no reason, the acts being substantially the 
same, why Cir. No. 46 should not apply to payments 
under Army appropriations.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR MANEUVERS, 


Provisional instructions for maneuvers for the Army 
and National Guard, prepared under the direction of 
Chief of Staff of the Army, have been issued in 
pamphlet form by the War Department. 

Besides a general chapter on maneuvers, dealing wi 
selection of ground, etc., the pamphlet publishes chapte 
on program of instruction, duties of umpires, diseussion, 
effect of weapons, fire losses, rules for tactical exercises, 
rules concerning private property, and miscellaneous pro- 
be mane In the chapter on fire losses the following is 
given : 





INFANTRY FIRE. 

As a standard case assume equal forces firing ~~ 
each other under the following conditions: 1. 
Magazine rifle. 2. Rate of fire: Six shots per Fy 
3. Distance: 600 yards, fairly well estimated. 4. Ground: 
Open plain. 5. Formation: Skirmish line, intervals.two 
paces. 6. Position: Lying dowrm or advancing by rushes 
(practically the same). 7. Instruction: Average. 8. 
Physical condition: Fresh. 

Losses: Two per cent. per minute. 

Modifications: 1. Inferiority of weapons has a marked 
effect, especially at the longer ranges. The moral effect, 
by depressing one side and stimulating the other, maybe 
sufficient to decide the combat. 

. Rapid fire will cause losses one and one-half times 
as great; magazine fire, four times as great. 

3. At 100 yards the loss would be four times as great 
as the standard; at 1,000 yards, one-third; at 1,200 yards, 
one-fifth; at 1,500 yards, one-tenth, 

4. Troops firing from loopholes would suffer " une- 
twentieth; behind abatis, one-eighth; from a trench, 
fourth; over a crest, four-tenths; from woods, one-halt 
of the standard loss. 

5. The losses vary directly as the density of the skir- 
mish line; for example, single rank about three times, 
double rank about six times the standard. In columns 
the losses would be much greater. 

6. The effect of the fire of troops standing is slightly 
less, kneeling about the same, with a rest slightly erester 
than for troops lying down. Troops firing from a 
ing position would suffer a loss twice as great; stand- 
ing, six times; mounted skirmishers, at a halt, normal 
interval, would suffer a loss eight times as great as the 
standard; cavalry in single rank, sixteens times as great. 
If moving at double time or at a trot, obliquely to. the 
plane of fire, the loss for small bodies would be half as 
great; at a gallop or run, not more than one-fourth as 
great. If moving in the line of fire this diminution of 
fire effect would be only half as great. The loss of artil- 
lery in action, unsheltered, would be ten times the stand- 
ard; while in the act of limbering or unlimbering twenty 
times as great. 

7. Fire of sharpshooters or selected shots is twice as 
effective, of recruits one-half as effective as the average. 

& Fatigue, eapeeeey immediately after running, has 
a decided effect in diminishing the efficiency of fire. 


FIELD ARTILLERY FIRE. 


As a standard case assume that a batte of four 
quick-firing 3-inch field pieces, on open grou is firing 
at the ordinary rate at a plainly visible line of skir- 
mishers under the conditions assumed in the standard 
case of infantry fire, but at a distance of 1,000 yards. 

The losses inflicted by the battery are assumed as fol- 
lows: 1,000 yards, 3 per cent per minute; 1,500 yards, 2.3 
per cent. per minute; 2,000 yards, 1.5 per cent. per min- 

ute; 2,500 yards, 1 per cent. per minute; 3,000 yards, .5 
per cent. per minute. 

When the battery uses sweeping fire after accurate 
determination of the range, the results would be_atill 
greater; if itself under active fire, especially of artillery, 
its efficacy would be reduced. 

The modifications to be made in these estimates for 
other conditions will be similar to those already men- 
tioned under infantry fire. At less than 1,000 yards a 
great deal will depend upon which side gets im the first 
fire. At distances greater than 1,000 yards the artillery 
is soon relieved of serious danger from infantry fire, and 
can make its fire effective without suffering loss in re- 
turn. 

Although artillery can sweep the ground in its front up 
to the limit of infantry fire, skirmishers will often be 
able to fire from cover for considerable periods of time 
before the artillery can locate them, owing to smokeless 
powder and uniforms of neutral tint. On the other — 
cover must be substantial to protect infantry. 
walls only serve to cause great increase of 
on account of flying splinters; houses are untenable. 

The introduction of quick-firing field pieces with shields, 
accurate fuses, reliable range finders, and powerful tele- 
scopes will have great influence on the efficacy of artil- 
lery fire, the full extent of which is not yet ascertainable 
from reliable data. 

In the rules concerning private property the following 
are given: 

There must be no firing in the immediate vicinity. of 
houses, barns, haystacks, ricks of fodder, etc. No camps 
or bivouacs will be established in orchards, parks, or 
fields under cultivation. 

Neither troops engaged in tactical exercises nof indf- 
vidual members of the command will be permitted to 
entér houses or other buildings, yards, gardens, lawns, 
tobacco fields, vineyards, nurseries, fields with specially 
valuable crops, orchards, or cemeteries. Marching troops 
not en in tactical exercises will confine themselves 
to the public roads. 

The greatest care must be taken by officers and — s to 
avoid unnecessary damage to private property. 
and non-commissioned officers will be held Tenpenginie 
for wanton damage committed in their presence Of- 
fenders will be immediately placed under guard and will 
be brought to trial by court-martial without delay. In 
all cases of depredations or wanton damage of a minor 
character a board of officers will be appointed by the 
commanding officer to assess the damage, upon 
satisfactory evidence the amount will be advanced out 
of the funds of the organization to which offenders 
belong, and will be paid to the claimants with the least 
practicable delay. Subsequent action against the of- 
fenders and stoppages of pay will serve to replace the 
funds paid out.

After the long delay incident to the settlement of the 
Manila bay prize money, it is very gratifying that the 
final steps are now being taken. The decree of the court 
entered Aug. 2 for final distribution has been filed with 
the Treasury Department and that enables the Depart- 
ment to go ahead with the apportionment. The shares of 
Admiral Dewey, commanding, of Rear Admiral Lamber- 
ton, fleet captain, and the captains of vessels, are fixed 
by law and are first taken out. The balance is then ap- 
portioned according to the rate of pay of all the other 
officers and men. ‘These shares require very careful cal- 
culation, and although the Auditor has anticipated this 
condition and has made out the rolls, yet thirty days 
must doubtless elapse before actual payments can begin. 
They will then proceed quite rapidly when once begun. 
The Department has of course the official addresses of 
all the officers and can trace the enlisted men still in ser- 
vice, but enlisted men not now in service should either 
furnish their latest address to their attorneys or to the 
Auditor for the Navy Department. The final determina- 
tion of the Attorney General to proceed no further in 
opposition to the case was not reached without serious 
consideration, and in fact it looked at one time as if an 
appeal would be taken. The attorneys for the captors, 
Mr. Micou and Mr. King, called on the Attorney General 
last Saturday and were informed by him personally that 
after considering the possibilities of the case and the 
long delay that had elapsed since the prize money was 
earned, he had determined to notify the Navy Department 
that no further legal proceedings would be attempted by 
the United States. It should be borne in mind by those 
unfamiliar with such matters that the claims for prizes are 
old ones, accruing before Congress abolished prize money 
by a provision in the act of March 3, 1899, known as the

THE DETAIL STAFF SYSTEM. 


In response to our request for expressions of opinion 
on the subject of the detail staff system we have re- 
ceived numerous letters which have been published from 
week to week. All of these communications favor the 
detail system. Another officer who favors the present 
plan writes us that on careful inquiry he is unable to 
find any line officer who condemns the principle involved 
in the detail system. The objections to it thus far have 
come from the staff bureaus in Washington, and it was 
because we found that there was danger that these ob- 
jections might be accepted as a correct representation of 
the opinion of the Army as a whole that we have opened 
our columns to a discussion of this important subject. 

The officers belonging to the permanent staff detail are 
no doubt correct in assuming that the work of their bu- 
reaus will be done more exactly in time of peace by per- 
manently attached officers, but this is not the only consid- 
eration nor the chief consideration. The question is as 
to whether the general distribution of the knowledge of 
staff duties will not give us a more efficient staff service 
in time of war. Experience has shown that we cannot 
depend upon the permanence of our staff corps when 
ambition leads in the direction of duty with troops. If 
we could do so the number of staff officers would fall far 
short of the requirements of the Service in time of war. 
Is it not better, then, to have a large number of offi- 
cers possessed of as much knowledge of staff duty as can 
be acquired by a temporary detail, than to have a numbe1 
wholly insufficient for our requirements in an emergency 
with a more thorough knowledge of bureau routine? It 
may not be pleasant for thoroughly instructed staff offi- 
cers to serve as schoolmasters for others, but their wishes 
in this respect are to be considered only so far as they 
concern the general efficiency of the Army, which was had 
in view when the present system of detail was adopted. 
The opinions of the chief of bureaus which have been 
called for should be given due weight, but they should 
not be accepted as controlling. Others have a title to be 
heard as well as they. 

It has been said, no one is fit to command troops who 
has not had staff training. What is meant is, that a com- 
manding officer cannot fully know just what service he 
has a right to expect and to demand from the staff de- 
partments, and just how he should proceed in order to 
get from them all that his officers and men are entitled 
to and all that is necessary to maintain his troops in 
the highest state of fighting ficiency, unless he has had 
actual duty in the staff departments. The ideal com- 
mander must know the methods of the Quartermaster’s 
Department if he would know how to insure his com- 
mand being always supplied with sufficient and proper 
clothing, camp equipage and means of transportation; 
the methods of the Subsistence Department, if he would 
know how to insure his command having always suffi- 
cient and proper food; the methods of the Ordnance De- 
partment if he would know how to insure his command 
being always properly armed and equipped and supplied 
with sufficient and proper ammunition, etc. The de- 
tail system provides him with all this during his service, 
shifting him every few years from line to staff and back. 
Conversely it may be said that a staff officer cannot 
serve the interests of a fighting force with a proper de- 
gree of knowledge of the needs of the fighting force or 
with a proper measure of sympathy with its situation in 
the field or garrison unless he has had comparatively re- 
cent service with troops. 

It was precisely this lack of sympathy on the part ot 
the old permanent staff with the needs of line, associated 
with ignorance of what the line really needed owing to 
lack of recent service with troops, that caused the con- 
stant fusilade of criminations and recriminations between 
the two branches of the Service. To-day a line officer 
knows that when a question of administration comes be- 
fore a detail staff officer it will be determined by an expert 
knowledge of the present needs of troops and sympa- 
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The condition breeds cordial relations, where under the 
old system antagonisms flourished. 

The campaign against “Rootism” is as yet apparently 
restricted to comparatively narrow limits, and its imme- 
diate objective is equally simple, viz. the restriction 
of the detail system to the junior grades in each staff 
department. The ultimate aim, however, is to upset most 
of the legislation effected by Mr. Root. If the detail 
system can now be limited to captains and lieutenants, it 
will be the edge of a wedge which later may be driven 
in to the head, destroying the whole structure. 

Of course the controlling questions are: What is for 
the best interests of the United States? and what has 
occurred to justify the condemnation of the detail system ? 

The legislation instituted by Secretary Root was the 
direct consequence of the utter collapse of the perma- 
nent staff system in connection with the mild strain put 
upon it in the Spanish War. The legislation was effected 
with three ex-Secretaries of War sittnig on the military 
committee of the Senate. Perhaps no Army legislation 
has received more thorough preliminary study than was 
given to this measure ; perhaps no legislation affecting the 
Army ever encountered stronger opposition. Certainly 
ample opportunity was given to present the case against 
the detail system. 

A law enacted through the support of such men and 
having then and now the favorable opinion of many of- 
ficer of the Army is, prima facie, entitled to be consid- 
ered as an improvement on pre-existing laws. 

The law has been enacted barely three years. Its oper- 
ation has been associated with the operation of other 
new laws radically affecting the administration of Army 
affairs. Almost from the first, and increasingly since Mr. 
Root’s retirement from the War Department, it has been 
subjected to a running fire of short paragraph news- 
paper attacks. It is not evident what has occurred to 
warrant these attacks. There has been, to be sure, some 
difficulty in filling vacancies in one department and one 
corps, but the satisfactory explanation has been given that 
the detail system is not responsible for the failure to fill 
these vacancies. The Signal Corps has had its vacan- 
cies filled by detail from worthy graduates of the In- 
fantry and Cavalry School at Fort Leavenworth. Does 
not this suggest a method for filling the vacancies in the 
Ordnance Department? 

If the Chief of Ordnance will make, so to speak, a 
requisition on the General Staff for the number of offi- 
cers he requires, specifying precisely the qualifications 
they should possess to perform the work he has in hand, 
there is no doubt the General Staff would be able to 
honor the requisition from the several Service schools with 
better results, indeed, than is obtained by the system of 
written technical examinations now practiced. Men ap- 
pointed to positions as a result of a paper examination 
often lack that practical quality which is essential to 
success, especially in work of an experimental nature, 
inspection of materials and machines, such as ordnance 
officers are assigned to perform. 

The Chief of Ordnance says that he must have a sys- 
tem that will supply his department with mechanical ex- 
perts; that the Ordnance Department can only thrive on 
a system that will develop specialists. It is believed a 
greater number and better qualified specialists can pe 
had from the Service schools than from the paper exami- 
nations which have always been followed by that depart- 
ment. 

It should be kept in mind that the Ordnance Depart- 
ment does not adhere to the specialist idea after officers 
have been admitted to the department. It has been its 
policy for years back to develop within its limits “all- 
round” men; that is, officers are with one or two excep- 
tions, perhaps, shifted every three or four years from one 
class of work to another with a view to developing gener- 
ally useful men. That is, within the limits of the Ordnance 
Department, the principle of the detail system is fol- 
lowed. The object of the detail system in the Army al 
large is merely to develop officers having general knowl- 
edge of both staff and line duties; that is, “all-round” 
men, 

The new law is entitled to a thorough trial. Before 
being put aside it ought, in all fairness, to be tested in 
our next war. It is impossible that it could record a 
more lamentable failure than was witnessed near Tampa 
in getting off General Shafter’s army in 1898. At least 
it ought not to be killed by sniping newspaper para- 
graphs, emanating, perhaps, from a very few individuals 
seeking apparently to create a public sentiment against it. 

It is believed that the great majority of officers think 
favorably of the law. They are too busy and too well 
satisfied with its operation to defend it in print, except 
when, as the result of such an invitation as ours, they 
are given to understand that a word is advisable. If we 
are mistaken as to the opinion of the Army we should be 
very glad to present the evidence to the contrary.

Secretary Morton, Rear Admiral George A. Converse, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, and Rear Admiral 
Newton E. Mason, who has just succeeded Admiral Con- 
verse as Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, visited the 
naval proving ground, Indian Head, Maryland, on Aug. 
2. They left the Washington Navy Yard shortly after 
9 o’clock on the Sylph, and returned in the afternoon. 
The Secretary, while Admiral Converse was at the head 
of the Ordnance Bureau, expressed a desire to see the 
extensive experiments at Indian Head, which were being 
conducted there in accordance with the orders of Ad- 
miral Converse. The Secretary was much impressed with 


the vast scale on which this experimental work is pro- 
ceeding and could well understand the high rating award- 
ed the Indian Head proving ground among foreign naval 
experts. Secretary Morton will leave with Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody aboard the Dolphin for Newport and other 
naval stations of the North Atlantic coast about Aug. 11. 
In every way the trip of Secretary Morton to Indian 
Head was a success. Having been for a number of years 
with a steel company, he was especially interested in the 
trial of guns and armor. In company with Rear Admir- 
als Converse and Mason he visited every one of the 
buildings at Indian Head, making the trip over the 
ground in a trolley car. A 13-inch gun was fired, the 
Secretary standing quite near enough to watch the course 
of the projectile. Other guns were fired and projectiles 
fired at armor plate. Plans have been completed in the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair for a target which 
will be used at Indian Head in the study of the effect of 
certain projectiles upon light armor plates. This target 
will be built immediately. 

American steel manufacturers and bridge building con- 
cerns have been advised by Major J. F. Case, Corps of 
Engineers, U.S.A., that foreigners are securing contracts 
for construction work in the Philippines through using 
methods of Yankee enterprise and energy. A contract 
for the construction of a big bridge in the Philippines 
was recently awarded to a German concern, Major Case 
says, because of the apathy shown by similar firms in 
the United States. The Philippine Government will soon 
issue $4,000,000 worth of bonds to complete the water 
works sytem and sewerage system of the city of Manila, 
the plans for which have already been prepared and ap- 
proved. In about two years the city canals will be walled 
and made sanitary and a complete park system laid out. 
At the present time the city of Manila has no bonded in- 
debtedness and has a surplus in the treasury. The War 
Department would naturally prefer to see contracts 
awarded to American concerns, and in view of the fact 
that within the next few years over $6,000,000 will be 
spent by the Philippine Government for improvements in 
and about the city of Manila alone, it was desired to call 
the attention of American concerns to this fact and show 
them that, unless they adopt more businesslike methods, 
the contracts will inevitably go to foreign concerns, Ma- 
jor Case was authorized by the War Department to bring 
the matter to the attention of American manufacturers.

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The season for annual reports is now approaching. 
From excellent authority it is learned that the Chief 
of Artillery and staff department chiefs on duty at the 
War Department. will this year make some very import- 
ant recommendations for Army reorganization. Consid- 
erable dissatisfaction is felt among Artillery officers with 
the present organization of the Artillery Corps. Not that 
officers are dissatisfied as a rule with the corps organiza- 
tion as a general proposition, but it is believed that legis- 
lation is needed i» provide for radical changes in the 
organization of the companies and batteries of Artillery. 
For some time the Chief of Artillery has had under con- 
sideration plans for a better organization of the heavy 
companies and for a battalion organization of the Field 
Artillery. It is probable that recommendations of a defi- 
nite character along these lines will be continued in the 
forthcoming annual report of General Story. Whether 
or not Congress will be asked during the coming session 
to increase the number of field batteries of Artillery has 
not yet been decided and will, it is believed, depend large- 
ly upon the result of the coming presidential election. 
One of the most important lessons taught by the Russo- 
Japanese War is the need of an efficient force of Field 
Artillery, and this will doubtless have its effect upon the 
recommendations to the Congress next winter. 

We had the pleasure of expressing our approval of Ad- 
miral Converse as a bureau chief at the time of his 
transfer to the Bureau of Ordnance, and what we said 
then applies equally to his transfer to the head of the 
most important of the naval bureaus, the Bureau of 
Navigation. That the admiral should give universal sat- 
isfaction in the discharge of his present difficult and 
thankless duties, would be to work a miracle, but, we believe 
that we shall hereafter have less of the talk concerning 
a naval clique, which has been so current heretofore. No 
suspicion of being mixed up with naval politics attends 
Admiral Converse. It is always unfortunate to have the 
suggestion made, however unjust it may be, and we be- 
lieve it has generally little foundation other than that 
of suspicion. It is well, however, that an officer should 
be free from such suspicion, as Admiral Converse is, his 
selection being universally credited to the reputation he 
has established, not only as an ordnance expert, but as a 
thorough sailor of all-around ability. His transfer to 
the Bureau of Navigation gives opportunity for the pro- 
motion of another excellent officer, Commander Mason. 
The transfer of officers from one bureau to another seems 
to be coming into vogue, this being the second transfer 
of Admiral Converse within a year. 


— 
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Under date of Aug. 3, 1904, Secretary of War William 
H. Taft issued the following circular for the information 
of officers on duty at the War Department: “Until fur- 
ther orders, officers on duty in the War Department are 
authorized to wear civilian dress.” Needless to say the 
officers of the Army stationed at the War Department 
were delighted with this order. All last summer and all 








of the present summer up to this time officers have been 
required to wear either the blue or the olive-drab uniform 
while at the War Department. Washington weather is 
not cool, and consequently officers have found consider- 
able discomfort in wearing their uniforms while at their 
desks. The order of Secretary Taft was, therefore, re- 
ceived with pleasure. It is better that the officers on 
duty in Washington should not be too much in evidence. 
Their presence in uniform gives members of Congress and 
other civilians a wholly exaggerated idea of the size of 
our military establishment.

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Rear Admiral Philip H. Cooper, U.S.N., late com- 
mander-in-chief of the Asiatic station, who was retired 
August 5 under the forty-year law, entered the Service 
in September, 1860, consequently has considerably more 
than the requisite forty years of active service. The im- 
mediate cause for his retirement is said to be impaired 
health as a consequence of the climate of the Philippines 
The disappearance from the list of active officers of the 
Navy of the name of Phillip H. Cooper will be regretted 
by many officers both old and young. Admiral Cooper 
has been noted all his life for geniality of spirit and 
kindliness of manner, and as a consequence has been ra- 
ted as ohe of the most efficient officers in the Service. His 
friends—and they are numerous—wish Admiral Cooper 
many happy years of life and the enjoyment of good 
health. This able officer does not arrive at the retiring 
age until Sept. 26, 1906.

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There is an interesting question before the Comptroller 
of the Treasury as to who shall pay for the wine and 
the edibles to be used at the launching of the battleship 
Connecticut, which is now under construction by the 
Government at the New York Navy Yard. The Con- 
necticut is the first ship of this class to be built by the 
yovernment, and there is really no precedent to be fol- 
lowed as to where the funds for the entertainment inci- 
dent to the launching shall come from. According to the 
estimates roughly made in advance, this entertainment 
will cost in the neighborhood of one thousand dollars. In 
the event that the Comptroller decides that the Govern- 
ment cannot bear this expense it will be charged to the 
officers of the navy yard, if the spread is given at all. 
Some way, however, will probably be found to prevent 
such a catastrophe.

In view of what appears to be a general misunder- 
standing about the matter, it is stated at the Navy De- 
partment that the new uniform regulations’ do not differ 
in any material respect from those now in force, The 
only change ir. officers’ uniforms or equipments is in the 
cap device for civil engineers, the new one being two 
crossed sprigs of oak leaves, instead of the letters “C. B.” 
For enlisted men the principal changes are the addition 
of new specialty marks for commissary stewards and 
turret captains and distinguishing marks for gun cap- 
tains (a B.L.R. gun) and for gun pointers (the field of 
a telescope sight, showing the cross wires covering the 
target). It is probable the book will be out about Oct. 1. 











Little of importance is being done at the War Depart- 
ment these days. Secretary Taft has only just returned 
to his official duties, after an absence of several weeks, 
and will soon leave again to take his part in the political 
campaign; Lieut. Gen. A. R. Chaffee, Chief of Staff, is 
still away and will not return until the latter part of

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Because of a recent decision by the Comptroller of the 
Treasury that naval recruiting parties cannot be paid ac- 
tual expenses, but mileage only, the Navy Department 
after next week will call in all recruiting parties for a 
rearrangement of itineraries. It would be impossible un- 
der this decision for officers commanding recruiting par- 
ties to make their expenses under the present schedule, 
and therefore all recruiting for the Navy will be tempo- 
rarily suspended,

Ry order of the Acting Chief of Staff a change was 
made this week in the recent order directing changes In 
station for the 9th Cavalry and the battalion of the 10th 
Infantry stationed at the Cantonment at San Francisco. 
Under the more recent order the battalion of the 10th 
Infantry at the Cantonment will remain at its present 
station, and the 4th Cavalry will replace the 9th Cavalry 
at Walla Walla, Presidio of San Francisco, and at Ord 
Brracks. 





We published in our issue of last week, Page 1254, an 
advance copy of G.O. 7 from the Atlantic Division gtv- 
ing details for the joint Army and National Guard ma- 
neuvers in Virginia next month. The militia will pro- 
ceed to their maneuver camps on Sept. 3 (Texas Militia 
Sept. 2). In the advanced draft of the order these dates 
were erroneously given as Sept. 2 and 1, respectively. 
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Unusual interest is being taken in Army circles in the 
coming maneuvers to be held in the vicinity of Manassas, 
Va. According to an Army officer of prominence who 
took part in the maneuvers of last summer, there is more 
enthusiasm among officers of the Regular Army and the 
organized militia in the coming maneuvers than has ever 
before been displayed on such occasions. 
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MORE DUTY FOR THE ARTILLERY. 


The General Staff has settled, for the time being at 
least, a vexed question which has arisen between the Cav- 
alry and Infantry and the Artillery under A.R. 436, 
which exempts field and siege batteries from any guard, 
police and fatigue duty other than their own. March 
2, 1904, Col. William M. Wallace, 15th Cav., Fort Myer, 
wrote to the Adjutant General suggesting the abolition 
of this regulaiion in the revision of Army Regulations. 
He said: “It is understood that this regulation originat- 
ed with the introduction of light batteries into the Regu- 
lar Service after the close of the Civil War, and had for 
its object the perfection of this infant arm in drill of 
both horses and men. This necessity having been re- 
moved, the question presented to other troops serving 
with these organizations is: On what ground are these 
troops exempted from the necessary guard, police and fa- 
tigue of the post?” Colonel Wallace argued that it is 
just as important for the Cavalry to have all of its men 
available as for the Artillery. The Cavalry soldier, re- 
ceiving the same pay as the Artilleryman, has more duty, 
and has fewer nights in bed, and his outdoor duty in all 
kinds of weather subjects his clothing to greater wear 
and tear than that of the Artilleryman who performs his 
duty in the battery stable, comfortably sheltered from the 
elements. Another objection made by Colonel Wallace is 
to the duality of command which results when the Ar- 
tillery is serving with another arm at the same post. He 
therefore asks that officers and men of light and siege 
batteries be made availble for the same duties as officers 
and men of the other arms of the Service. 

The letter of Colonel Wallace was referred to the Chief 
of Artillery for remark and he referred it to the Field Ar- 
tillery Board, Fort Riley, Kas., for consideration and 
recommendation. The president of this board, Major 
William H. Coffin, Art. Corps, replied that the Field Ar- 
tillery was not an “infant arm at the close of the Civil 
War, cannon having been used before small arms ;” 
that A.R. 436, was adopted as the result of experience 
obtained during the war, and the necessity for it is greater 
to-day than ever. Field batteries, he said, must be 
considered in the light of schools of instruction, and 
again with reference to the availability for service. 

Cavalry and Infantry officers devote their whole service 
to their special branches, whereas lieutenants of Artillery 
have usually only a three years’ tour of duty with field 
batteries, and this instruction includes many functions 
other than the supervision of guard, and they have duties 
which cannot be performed by an officer of another arm. 

“When a Cavalryman is absent from drill his horse 
and equipments are left behind. When an Artillery 
driver is left behind his team must be taken by another 
man and his equipments go out. To be efficient, a bat- 
tery’s equipment must at all times be systematically su- 
pervised. This supervision can be accomplished only by 
the definite division of responsibility and the continued 
presence of the individuals immediately responsible. If 
a battery should furnish its quota of the post guard, it 
would remove from the battery at one time not only the 
quota actually on guard, but also the quota on old guard 
fatigue, and for four hours after marching off guard an- 
other quota. The result then would be that three “times 
the battery’s quota for guard would be absent from every 
drill, which would be such a serious impairment of the 
battery’s efficiency that at no time could it be taken out 
as a battery. It is within the personal experience of 
members of the board that when the experiment of hav- 
ing a field battery perform post guard has been tried, the 
battery has been so seriously crippled py a shortage of 
men as absolutely to preclude the drilling and maneuver- 
ing of the battery as a fighting unit. The proper methods 
of instruction and the relations of the Field Artillery 
to the other arms have been fully digested and are set 
forth in General Orders, 71, A.G.O., series of 1903. This 
order very properly says that garrison duty should be 
performed as nearly as possible under the same condi- 
tions as those which will exist in time of active service.” 

Brig. Gen. J. P. Story, Chief of Artillery, concurs in 
the endorsement of Major Coffin and quotes in support 
of it from Captain (Major General) J. P. Sanger, Major 
General (Lieutenant General) Schofield and Lieutenant 
General Sheridan, showing the difference between an ag- 
gregation of individuals, as in the Artillery, each of 
whom is performing a different duty, and an aggregation, 
as in the Infantry or Cavalry, of individuals armed and 
equipped alike, and performing essentially the same duties. 

General Sanger says: “In consequence of this, the 
routine of Field Artillery seryice is very different from 
that of the other arms, and must be so, and any attempt 
to assimilate them or to regulate one by the other, means 
in every case a serious imposition and injury to the Ar- 
tillery. * * * To detail two non-commlssioned officers 
and four privates from a company of Infantry or Cav- 
alry means simply a reduction of the company; its ef- 
ficiency is not impaired, its duties are not increased, or 
its general reputation, if called on suddenly, endangered ; 
but make the same detail haphazard from a field battery, 
and, as at present constituted, the battery may be nearly 
crippled—at least for anything like its maximum of effi- 
ciency. The roster of a field battery in a mixed 
command cannot be made to harmonize with the roster 
of the post, no matter how skillful the adjutant may be, 
for the one depends on the requirements of the battery 
and the other on the necessities of the post, which are 
rarely, if ever, the same.” 

General Story says for himself: “The regulations 
governing the relation of Field Artillery in mixed com- 
mands should apply not only to garrisons, but also to field 
service. No officer in command of a mixed body of 
troops in active campaign would tolerate the idea of hav- 
ing Artillerymen separated from their battery by per- 
mitting them to be detailed on the kind of service now 
suggested by the commanding officer at Fort Myer. If 
Colonel Wallace were in command of a body of troops of 
all arms of an advance guard or of a rear guard, he 
would probably be most unwilling to have any Artillery- 
men separated from his guns. He would know that every 
man in his command would have to be prepared to fight 
at any moment, day or night. He would like, of course, 
to have every Infantry and Cavalry soldier with his regi- 
ment, but if some were absent on outpost or other guard 
duty the regiment could move without them, and these 
detached men could join later. The essential point is, the 
battery cannot move and fight unless all its men are with 
it. A gun or caisson left behind for lack of men to man 
it would be lost. The same remarks apply to a garrison 
if the command has to turn out suddenly, as it should 
always be prepared to do. The Infantry or Cavalry or- 
ganization is complete as an organization, even though 
some of its men are detached on guard or other duty. A 
battery is not complete unless it is all there. The pres- 
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ent Regulation 436 has been the fruit of experience, both 
in the field and in garrison, and should not be changed.” 
The question is determined by the following indorse- 
ment: 
“War Department, Military Secretary’s Office, 
“Washington, April 12, 1904. 
“Respectfully returned to the commanding officer, Fort 
Myer, Va., inviting attention to third and fourth en- 
dorsements hereon, which are concurred in. 
“By order of the Chief of Staff: 
“H. A. Greene, Secretary.” 
The third and fourth indorsements are those of Major 
Coffin and General Story.

ORDERING MILITIA BEYOND A STATE. 


Col. Edward E. Britton, N.G.N.Y., is quoted as favoring 
the contention that the authority of a governor will not 
extend over the State troops ordered beyond the State. 
On the contrary he holds that the authority of a gover- 
nor as commander-in-chief of State forces, as well as 
that of all grades of command, extends to wherever the 
troops may find themselves, the same as the authority 
over United States troops of the President and their of- 
ficers, etc., whether in Washington, Cuba, China or else- 
where. “Organized militia taking part in joint maneu- 
vers are not,” Colonel Britton says, “mustered into the 
United States service, and infractions of discipline cannot 
be punished by federal authority, but there remains law 
enough to cover such cases. To speak of mutiny on the 
part of State troops seems absurd, but if United States 
pay and subsistence were withdrawn and a body of State 
troops sent home in disgrace for such a cause, they would 
be likely to suffer a moral punishment through the stigma 
of disbandonment and public reprobation at the hands of 
their neighbors, compared with which the corporeal pun- 
ishment of the_cat-o’nine-tails considered necessary in the 
days of the great Frederick and of George the Third 
would seem insignificant.” 

In a letter to the New York Sun, Colonel Britton fur- 
ther says: “The Constitution of the United States does 
not restrict, nor does Federal or State law, the ground 
or territory on which Congress may prescribe militia dis- 
ciplining. As it is not an act hostile to any of the peo- 
ple or governmental subdivisions of the United States; 
as their object is in direct consistence with specific pro- 
visions of the Constitution enacted into law; as the Con- 
stitution expressly authorizes and thereby implies a duty 
on the part of the States of which the governors are the 
representatives, to train the militia according to such ex- 
ercises, the ordering by a governor, for purposes of ma- 
neuver instruction, of militia into any State providing 
suitable and convenient ground, other than its own, may 
well be accepted as legal beyond cavil or dispute.”

The reports of the annual record target practice of 
1904, which was held by all vessels in the Navy, have 
been considerably delayed owing to the fact that the exi- 
gencies of the Service prevented some vessels holding 
their practice until toward the end of June. The re- 
ports as finally issued are very complete, interesting and 
instructive. Much of the contents of these reports are 
necessarily confidential in their nature, but the following 
items giving relative standings of turrets, gun divisions, 
etc., will be of interest to the Service and to the public. 

On the results of this practice the trophies presented 
by direction of the President for excellence in naval 
gunnery were awarded, vessels took their standing in ac- 
cordance with scores made, pointers received their certifi- 
cates as Ist or 2d class men, and prizes were awarded 
for the best guns of each class in the Navy, and for 
the best on each ship. The method of comparing the 
various types of guns is based upon a system whereby 
each type of gun sets its own standard. This enables 
marksmanship of all ships to be directly compared, re- 
gardless of the composition of their battery. : 

The reports show that seventy vessels, carrying 2,608 
pointers, fired on the record practice. The average of 
all 12-inch and 13-inch guns on battleships was 64 per 
cent. The Wisconsin type of vessel averaged 75 per 
cent. with their 13-inch guns. The 6-inch guns of battle- 
ships averaged 64 per cent. All main battery guns, that 
is, all guns except the small torpedo defense guns, 
averaged 55.3 per cent.

Prizes are awarded to various guns as follows: Navy 
prizes, first, second and third class are awarded to the 
guns of each caliber and each type making the best score 
in the entire Navy. ‘Lhe amount of prize money thus 
awarded for any particular type of gun is determined 
by the total number of men in all the crews competing. 
A first prize is twice as great as a second prize, and a 
second twice as great as a third. Similarly, ship prizes 
are given for the best gun of each type on board each 
ship, and the amount of such prize is determined in the 
same manner as in the case of Navy prizes. 

The standing of the various fleets, squadrons and ships 
has already been published in General Order 162. Since 
then, however, the reports of the practice of the Ist 
Torpedo Flotilla in China has been received. The fol- 
lowing list shows their relative standing when compared 
with the torpedo destroyers in the Atlantic:

FIRE AT NAVY YARD, PORTSMOUTH. 


It is estimated that the destructive fire at the navy 
yard, Portsmouth, N.H., July 28, which destroyed the 
immense new coaling plant, recently completed for the 
Government at a cost exceeding $100,000, together with 
eight thousand tons of soft coal, will make a total loss 
to the Government in excess of $125,000. The fire orig- 
inated in the soft coal with which the yard is supplied, 
and the department was called on a still alarm to pou 
a stream into the coal. At that time the whole build- 
ing wag filled with gases, which without doubt later ig- 
nited and set on fire nearly every part of the building 
simultaneously. It seemed as if every section of the 
plant had received the effect of the fire at once, for it 
burned evenly and all as a whole. 

As soon as the alarm had been rung on the yard sys- 
tem, the bell on the Kittery church called out the assist- 
ance that Kittery was able to give, and the hook and 
ladder and hose carriage and the volunteer association re- 
sponded in very short order and rendered valuable aid 
with a line of hose. Every effort to save any part of 
the building from ruin was a complete failure, the coal 
within being heated white, and making it impossible to 
get near enough to use water to any advantage. At about 
half-past 7 the whole interior of the tower went into 
the mass of ore beneath, the cables, red hot, dangling 
in the air as the boiler and engine shot down. 

Shortly after this the fire began to shoot out in great 
waves from the northeast corner of the building, and so 
hot were these bursting flames that the line of telegraph 
poles a hundred feet away were set on fire and burned 
until in a lull of the heat they could-be reached by a 
stream. The navy yard department-did the hardest kind 
of work from the very start, and exposed themselves in 
the very face of the flames in an effort to keep down the 
great rush of cinders that went in the air to drop around 
on the various buildings on the reservation. 

A second alarm shortly after the first at the yard called 
out every available man for service, and a little later an 
alarm was rung at Portsmouth for help. Sparks ignited 
the roof of an old wood tool house further over in the 
yard, but marines on patrol duty with chemical extin- 
guishers put out this fire. 

Spontaneous combustion was the cause of the fire, 
which was discovered early in the day at the southern 
end of the plant. A large gang of men were at once put 
to work in the pocket and up to 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon about seventy-five tons of coal had been removed. 
When the men knocked off work it was thought all of 
the burning coals had been removed. Four weeks ago a 
similar blaze occurred, but it was extinguished by re- 
moving the live coals. The coal in the buildi was 
about equally divided among the departments of con- 
struction, equipment and yards and ks. 

The naval hospital, which is near by, had to be kept 
constantly wet, so intense was the heat. A stream of 
water was played on the walls and roof of this building 
until a late hour. 





VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Tacoma has arrived at Coquimbo on her long voy- 
age in search of the missing steamer Conemaugh. The 
search is likely to be without result, and the owners have 
about given up hope of hearing anything from the ill- 
fated craft. The Tacoma, however, will continue her 
quest for the present. 

The Naval Insnection and Board of Survey, presided 
over by Capt. ©. J. Train, U.S.N., has officially com- 
pleted the inspections and investigation of the new cruis- 
er DesMoines, and reports that she is in all respects up 
to the contract and specifications, and as a result the 
Government will formally accept the vessel as soon as 
the report of the board has been officially received at 
the Navy Department. The board is now composed of 
Capt. C. J. Train, Naval Constr. J. J. Woodward and 
Comdr. I. 8. K. Reeves. 

Orders have been received at the navy yard, Norfolk, 
Va., to prepare the gunboats Yankton and Hornet to 
take the Naval Militia of North Carolina on a cruise in 
August. 

Orders have been issued for the Massachusetts, Hart- 
ford and DesMoines and the second torpedo flotilla at- 
tached to the North Atlantic Coast Squadron to visit 
Boston during the national encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in that city from Aug. 15 to 2). 

The torpedoboat O’Brien broke down on her official 
trial off Newport, R.I., Aug. 2, and was ordered to the 
navy yard, New York, for repairs. 

At the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., Aug. 2, the Navy col- 
lier Marcellus was recommissioned after having been 
lying in ordinary for several months, during which 
time she received an extensive overhauling. Lieut. 
Comdr. George Stafford, U.S.N., assumed command of 
the vessel. The gunboat Yankton, attached to the re- 
ceiving ship Franklin at the navy yard as a tender, was 
taken out of dry dock after receiving slight repairs and 
being placed in readiness for the annual cruise of the 
North Carolina Naval Militia. The gunboat Restl - 
other tender attached to the Franklin, replaced the Yank- 
ton in dock, where she will receive repairs. 

In the matter of depositing their surplus pay with the 
Government, and receiving interest on it, as the soldiers 
and sailors do, the unfortunate marines seem to be be- 
tween the devil and the deep sea. The Attorney General 
of the United States, in an opinion just delivered, holds 
that there is no authority of law for the acceptance of 
deposits from marines. If so the law should be changed, 
as it no doubt will be when the attention of Congress is 
called to the matter. It appears that the ial legis- 
lation giving the Army the right to deposit not a 
ply to the Marine Corps, whose primary tion in t 
military service of the United States is that of part of 
the Navy. And unfortunately the act of Feb, 9, 188y,- 
providing for the deposits of the savings of seamen of 
the United States Navy is so worded as to exclude ma- 
rines, who are not, in the language of the act, “seamen” 
or “sailors.” Further than this “the requirement that 
money deposited under the act should to the credit 
of the appropriation for ‘pay for the Navy,’ there being” 
annually a separate appropriation for pay for the Marine’ 
Corps, seemed to show that marines were not in con- 
templation.” In the Army bill the deposit goes to the 
credit of the appropriation for the pay of the Army. 

During the latter part of last May the Navy Depart- 
ment was informed that there was some irregular work 
being carried on aboard the receivingship Hancock at 
the New York Navy Yard, and an in was 
started at once with these results: Chief Yeomen 
Grant Green and John Carsland, and Issac E. White, 
landsman for training, were ordered discharged as unfit 
for the naval Service. T had been granting favors 
for small sums from one to five dollars. These favors, 
among other things, consisted of rates from 
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landsmen to coal passers, and then to firemen, second 
class; of getting names down on the details to certain 
ships and on liberty lists when it was not the men’s 
time. As the men mentioned above were in the confi- 
dence of the captain and the executive officer, they had 
many opportunities to abuse this confidence and were 
not slow to avail themselves of it. These are the only 
ape which have come to the Department's atten- 
ion. 

Governor Blanchard, of Louisiana, has selected Miss 
J uanita Lalland, of New Orleans, to christen the battle- 
ship Louisiana, which is to be launched at Newport 
News on Aug. 27. ’ 


A bolt of lightning hit one of the steel masts of the 
battleship Indiana at the navy yard, Brooklyn, N.Y., 
Aug. 1. Several enlisted men forward were slightly 
shocked. About the same time the roof of the machine 
shop was struck and a shower of bricks fell. 

The big dredge, the keel of which was laid at the Tri 
Shipyard in Richmond, but which was sent to the 
navy yard, Norfolk, Va., for completion upon the failure 
of the Trigg Company, is practically completed, and is 
a model vessel in her class in every respect. She will 
be taken to sea in the near future on her first trial trip. 

The Baltimore Shipbuilding Company has been award- 
ed the contract to dock, scrape and repaint the United 
States lighthouse tender Maple. 

_ Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich, who has been mak- 
ing a collection of the pictures of all the officers who 
have commanded the Portsmouth Navy Yard, lacks only 
two to make his collection complete. They are those of 
Commodore Joseph S. Skerrett and Capt. Joseph Smoot. 
Both of these officers are now dead. 

_ Advices from London, England, announce that the Brit- 
ish Government Committee on Naval Boilers has issued 
its final report after nearly four years of experiments. It 
declares unanimously that the watertube boilers are more 
suitable for the navy than the cylindrical, and selects the 
Babcock and Wilcox and Yarrow types for naval use. Ad- 
miral Sir Compton Domvile, commander-in-chief of the 
Mediterranean station, president of the committee, adds 
that his personal experience with Belleville boilers has 
been favorable to them. He maintains that the earlier 
Bellevilles were badly constructed and badly used. 

Rear Admiral Whiting, U.S.N., who represented the 
Government aboard the battleship Ohio, which had her 
preliminary speed trial in Santa Barbara channel Aug. 1, 
reported to the Navy Department, by telegraph, that the 
uncorrected figures for the Ohio’s trip showed an average 
speed of 17.86 knots an hour. These figures are subject 
to change on account of tidal allowances. Under 
the terms of the contract the Ohio is to make eighteen 
knots an hour. The penalty for falling below this speed 
is at the rate of $25,000 a quarter knot for the first half 
knot under eighteen. The Ohio has a length over all of 
388 feet, and has an estimated full load displacement of 
13.941 tons, The machinery of the Ohio, it is said, worked 
without a hitch, and the failure to make the required 
speed was due solely to the tidal conditions. The horse- 
power developed was more than two thousuna above what 
the contract called for. 

The official figures of the trial of the Ohio were re- 
ceived at the Navy Department Aug. 4, in which the 
speed is given as 17.817 knots. According to the contract 
the Government had with the builders, the Union Iron 
Works, the latter must rebate $18,300 from the regular 
contract price, which was $2,899,000. The contract stat- 
ed that $25,000 was to be rebated for each quarter of a 
knot the ship’s speed fell below eighteen knots. It was 
formerly the policy of the Government to offer a bonus 
for speed attained in ships contracted for over and above 
the contract rate. The Ohio is a sister ship to the Maine 
and Missouri. The latter came up to the contract speed, 
but the Maine fell below and was only brought up by al- 
lowances, because some of the stake boats were said to 
have been out of line. It is believed that the Govern- 
ment’s experience with-these vessels may be sufficient to 
cause it to re-establish the custom of allowing a bonus. 
Although she is nearly one-fifth of a knot below the 
eighteen knots speed required by the Government, the 
Ohio will be accepted by the Navy Department. 

Announcement is made at the Navy Department that 
the Connecticut will be launched at the New York Navy 
Yard on Sept. 29. In view of the fact that she is a 
Government-built boat, it was to be expected that the 
President and the Secretary of the Navy would invite 
some young lady to christen her. After a conference on 
the subject the President and Secretary Morton decided 
to request the Governor of Connecticut to select the 
young lady. 

The Bureau of Construction and Repairs has approved 
a survey on the Albany at Bremerton, calling for repairs 
amounting to $180,000, which will require eight months 
for their completion. These surveys have also been ap- 
proved: Nashville at the Boston Navy Yard, $80,000, 
thirty days; Sterling at the Norfolk Navy Yard, $10,000, 
thirty days; Isla de Luzon, Pensacola Navy Yard, $6,000. 

A conference was held in the office of the Secretary of 
the Navy on Aug. 4 between the Secretary, Rear Admiral 
Frederick Rogers, commandant of the New York Navy 
Yard; Rear Admiral George A. Converse, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation; Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endi- 
ecott, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, and Rear 
Admiral W. L. Capps, Chief Constructor of the Navy, 
regarding a number of matters concerning the New York 
yard. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury has held this week 
that officers of the Navy on duty in Porto Rico, and offi- 
cers and men serving at Culebra, are entitled, in view 
of the provisions of the current Army Appropriation 
act, to the increase of pay that has heretofore been al- 
lowed by law for shore service beyond the continental 
limits of the United States. 

Rear Admiral Yates Stirling, U.S.N., commanding the 
Asiatic Station, this week cabled the Navy Department 
announcing the death by drowning at Shanghai of Ist 
Class Machinist Samuel Carter, of the crew of the tor- 
pedoboat destroyer Chauncey. 

The Portsmouth, (Eng.), dock yard was recently vis- 
ited by one hundred French naval cadets from the train- 
ingship Duguay Trouin, anchored off Cowes. 

The Krupp Germania Yard at Kiel has just built a 
new type of submarine; it is reported that the trips were 
so satisfactory that the German naval authorities intend 
to order several boats of this new type. 

An interesting question has arisen at the Navy De- 
partment in connection with the speed trial of the tor- 
pedoboat destroyer O’Brien. It will_be recalled that this 
was one of the ships which the Government found it 
necessary to complete after it had been partly built by 
a private concern, because of the evident inability of the 
contractors to finish their work. The question of re- 











sponsibility for any deficiency which the ship might show 
in speed now arises. Should the contractor who built 
a major part of the vessel be held responsible, or should 
the Government? This question presents a delicate point 
which may eventually have to be decided by the courts. 

Lord Brassey believes that in first-class battleships Eng- 
land is equal to a combination of three Powers. If ships 
building are included, and assuming an equal rate of prog- 
ress, he considers her fully up to a two-Power standard, 
while strong in cruisers of every type. He points out that 
this maritime supremacy has been only maintained by an 
expenditure never before approached in time of peace. In 
a Parliamentary return of last session the cost of im- 
perial defense was given at £87,487,000. For the navy 
the expenditure for the current financiai year would be 
about £42,000,000.

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PENNSYLVANIA CAMP. 


The entire division of the Pennsylvania National Guard, 
in command of Major General Miller, numbering close on 
10,000 officers and men, went into camp at Gettysburg, 
Pa., July 23, to remain until July 30. All the troops ar- 
rived in excellent condition and Governor Pennypacker 


arrived on the afternoon of July 23 and remained through- 
out the camp. It required thirty-five trains of ten cars 
each to transport the troops and their = and 
rations. Among the baggage were some 5,000 pieces of 
canvas and 60,000 tent pegs. 

To hau: the baggage, rations and forage from the 
trains required seventy-five double teams. These were in 
charge of Lieutenant Colonel Richardson, division Q.M., 
and were perfectly handled. 

Each company kitchen was supplied with a large fron 
can into which au garbage was thrown, and the cans 
hauled to the brigade crematories and the contents in- 
cinerated. These crematories were built of stone and 
were each about twelve feet in diameter with a cone in 
the center, about three feet high. A wood fire was built 
in the pit and under the cone, and the garbage was thus 
disposed of in a very satisfactory manner. The men's 
sinks were deodorized with crude petroleum, which was 
poured into the pits daily. 

In camp with the National Guardsmen were Troop F, 
1th U.S. Cav., and the Hospital Corps, U.S.A. Col. J. 
Reagan, 9th U.S. Inf., who has been detailed for duty at 
camp by the War Department, was present, as was also 
Colonel Hall, A.A.G., and Brigadier General McKibbin, 
who is regularly detailed for duty with the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania. The brigades were commanded 
respectively by Brigadier Generals Wiley, Gobin and 
Schall. 

On July 25 out of 10,081 officers and men on the rolls of 
the Guard there were 689 officers and 8,857 enlisted men 
present in camp, and of that number but three officers 
and thirty-nine men were reported as sick in quarters. 
The ist Brigade had a total of 148 officers and men 
absent, the 2d Brigade, 2%1 and the 3d Brigade, 102. 

During the camp all the troops underwent their an- 
nual official inspection, which included drill in extended 
and close order. 

In the inspection of the 6th Infantry no less than five 
companies received the minimum rating which could be 
allowed and not be recommended for disbandment. 

Troop F, 15th Cav., U.S.A., under the command of 
Capt. H. R. Hickok gave an exhibition drill before Gov- 
ernor Pennypacker July 27. They carried shelter tents 
and pitched their camp. Taps were sounded, and the 
men crawled into rest only to be hurried out in a very 
few minutes by the reveille, and then they “struck’’’ 
camp, packing up their little tents quickly and when 
“boots and saddles’’ was sounded they saddled their 
horses with wonderful quickness. 

They next gave an exhibition of bareback riding in 
what is known as the monkey drill. The troopers proved 
themselves to be first-class circus performers, riding, 
standing, umping hurdles and doing all the clever rid- 
ing that is common to the trained soldier of the Regular 
Cavalry. Their exhibition was thoroughly enjoyed by 
the Governor and all hands at general headquarters, and 
also a large crowd of sightseers who congregated around 
the fringes of the field. 

For long and honorable service in the National Guard 
of Pennsylvania Adjutant Gen. Thomas J. Stewart on 
July 2 received at the hands of Governor Pennypacker 
the William Moffatt Reilly gold medal. 

The troops departed for their home stations July 29 
and 30. The discipline of the Guard was splendid, and 
no complaints from citizens as to bad conduct was re- 
ecived, and there was little or no intoxication observed. 

Major General Miller, the division commander, in sum- 
ming up the work of the week said: “The general morals 
of these troops is of the very best. Not a flagrant breach 
of discipline has been reported. In 18%, when this division 
encamped here, there was a general complaint of rowdy- 
ism and damage done. In 1902, when the division again 
located here, there was some little complaint of dam- 
age, but the sum of $64, paid by the State, amply com- 
pensated the complainants. This year not one complaint 
has been lodged. I am proud of the officers and men 
under my command.” 

Colonel Sweeney, the inspector general, said: “There 
has been a decided improvement in many particulars. 
We cannot create a force equal to men of the Army, 
who are in daily training, but we have here a body of 
men who are anxious to be taught, and of whom we are 
making soldiers equal to any volunteers in the world.” 

Major Worman, inspector of the Ist Brigade, who in- 
spected the drill of each of the fourteen regiments, said 
it was wonderful to observe the intelligent grasp that 
some of the officers had of the higher tactics, consider- 
ing that they only had one week in the year to practice 
regimental drill. ‘““‘There were some very few exceptions, 
some officers who did not evince any increased knowledge 
of their duties, but the general trend was that of ad- 
vancement.”’ 

Colonel Patterson, who had charge of the muster, said: 
“Never have the rolls been so carefully prepared. So few 
were the errors that it is evident the officers have ac- 
quired a thorough knowledge of this portion of the 
paper work of military administration. The muster rolls 
were satisfactorily excellent. 

Major Birmingham and Captain Gilchrist, of the U.S. 
Medical Department, asked Colonel Sweeney, LG., to 
inspect the Hospital Corps Department, sent by the 
War Department to Gettysburg for the purpose of in- 
structing the medical department of the Guard. That 
invitation was a high compliment to an excellent officer.
